guidance  method.  Only  if  it  has  a  scientific  revolutionary

The  chuche  ideology  is  a  great  revolutionary  thought 
which,  based  on  philosophically  enunciating  the  position 
and  role  of  man  in  the  world,  teaches  a  most  consum¬ 
mate  revolutionary  theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics, 
the  leadership  theory  and  the  leadership  method. 

Generally,  the  revolutionary  theory  and  the  strategy  and 
tactics,  the  leadership  theory  and  the  leadership  method 
which  a  working-class  party  holds  as  the  guiding  prin¬ 
ciple  in  the  leadership  for  the  revolution  and  in  the 
guidance  of  the  masses,  are  enunciated  based  on  the 
world  view  constituting  the  guiding  thought  of  the  party. 
Therefore,  if  the  revolutionary  theory  and  the  strategy 
and  tactics,  the  leadership  theory  and  the  leadership 
method  are  to  become  correct  ones,  the  underlying 
thought,  the  world  view,  has  to  be  a  scientific,  revolu¬ 
tionary  one. 

The  scientific  character  and  revolutionary  nature  of  a 
philosophical  world  view  is  determined  depending  on 
how  resolutely  it  protects  the  independent  stand  and 
attitude  of  the  social  being  and  how  precisely  it  illumi¬ 
nates  the  road  to  the  realization.  Only  such  revolutionary 
theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics,  the  leadership  theory 
and  the  leadership  method  as  have  been  established 
based  on  a  scientific,  revolutionary  world  view  correctly 
illuminating  the  struggle  to  protecting  and  realizing  the 
independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the  masses  of  people 
can  become  consummate. 

What  makes  them  the  most  consummate  ones — the 
revolutionary  theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics,  the 
leadership  theory  and  the  leadership  method  enunciated 
by  the  chuche  ideology — is  importantly  related  to  the 
fact  that  they  are  based  on  a  man-centered  philosophical 
principle. 

The  philosophical  principle  of  the  chuche  ideology, 
because  it  enunciates  the  master’s  position  which  the 
social  being  occupies  in  the  world  and  the  creative  role 
which  the  social  being  performs  in  remaking  the  world,  is 
a  man-centered  principle  clearly  showing  the  genuine 
road  to  working  out  the  destiny  of  the  social  being.  The 
man-centered  principle  that  has  enunciated  the  position 
and  role  of  man  in  the  world  is  a  basic  principle  in  world 
view  terms  running  through  all  the  component  parts  of 


the  chuche  ideology.  The  theoretical  contents  and  meth¬ 
odological  principles  of  the  revolutionary  theory  and  the 
strategy  and  tactics,  the  leadership  theory  and  the  lead¬ 
ership  method  enunciated  by  the  chuche  ideology  have 
all  been  evolved  and  systematized  on  this  principle  as  a 
world  view  basis. 

The  chuche  ideology,  based  on  having  enunciated  the 
basic  principle  of  the  revolution  by  embodying  the 
man-centered  philosophical  principle  in  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  movement,  scientifically  elucidates  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics. 

That  the  master  of  the  revolution  and  construction  is  the 
masses  of  people  and  the  driving  force  for  the  revolution 
and  construction  also  resides  in  the  masses  of  people  is 
what  has  enunciated  the  position  and  role  of  the  masses 
of  people  in  the  revolutionary  movement,  and  as  such,  is 
the  basic  principle  of  the  revolution  clarified  for  the  first 
time  by  the  chuche  ideology.  This  basic  principle  of  the 
revolutionary  movement  which  the  chuche  ideology  has 
enunciated  with  originality  constiutues  an  ideotheoret- 
ical  and  methodological  guiding  principle  which  must 
necessarily  be  embodied  in  evolving  the  revolutionary 
theory  and  mapping  out  the  strategy  and  tactics.  Put 
another  way,  it  means  this:  The  chuche  ideology,  based 
on  the  principle  that  the  master  of  the  revolution  and 
construction  is  the  masses  of  people  and  the  driving 
force  for  the  revolution  and  construction  also  resides  in 
the  masses  of  people,  enunciates  the  revolutionary 
theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics  placing  the  subject  of 
the  revolutionary  movement,  the  masses  of  people,  at  the 
center. 

That  it  has  been  evolved  with  the  masses  of  people  at  the 
center  is  the  major  characteristics  of  the  revolutionary 
theory  enunciated  by  the  chuche  ideology.  To  say  to 
evolve  the  revolutionary  theory  with  the  masses  of 
people  placed  at  the  center  means  to  enunciate  the 
general  principles  of  the  revolution  and  the  laws  of  the 
revolution  at  each  stage,  with  primary  emphasis  on  the 
independent  demands  and  interests,  creative  abilities 
and  activities  of  the  masses  of  people. 

When  reviewed  from  the  chuche-oriented  point  of  view 
with  the  masses  of  people  placed  at  the  center,  essentially 
the  revolution  is  an  organized  struggle  to  protect  and 
realize  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the  masses 
of  people.

Apart  from  the  independent  stand  and  attitude 
the  objective  of  the  masses  of  people  in  launching  the 
revolutionary  struggle  is  unthinkable.  The  basic  objec¬ 
tive  of  the  masses  of  people  in  launching  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  struggle  lies  through  and  theough  in  going  for¬ 
ward  to  live  independently  by  improving  their  social 
position  and  expanding  their  domination  over  nature. 
The  struggle  of  the  masses  of  people  launched  in  an

intent  on  living  independently,  freeing  themselves  from 
all  kinds  of  enslavement  and  constraint  of  nature  and 
society  is  precisely  the  revolution. 

The  law  of  the  emergence  and  development  of  the 
revolutionary  movement  along  with  the  intrinsic  nature 
of  the  revolution  is  an  important  question  in  terms  of 
principle  that  the  revolutionary  theory  must  elucidate. 

The  chuche  revolutionary  theory  seeks  the  root  cause  of 
the  revolution  in  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of 
the  masses  of  people  being  trampled  of  constrained.  It  is 
inevitable  that  the  revolution  comes  to  break  out  where 
the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the  masses  of 
people  is  violated  and  trampled.  But  this  is  not  to  say 
that  just  because  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of 
the  masses  of  people  is  violated,  the  revolution  will  break 
out  forthwith.  In  order  that  the  revolution  may  break 
out,  the  masses  of  people  must  be  armed  with  an 
independent  idiological  consciousness  and  come 
together  organizationally.  In  this  context  an  intense 
independent  consciousness  and  policial  preparedness  of 
the  masses  of  people  constitute  a  direct  cause  for  the 
revolution  to  break  out. 

The  chuche  revolutionary  theo^,  placing  the  masses  of 
people  at  the  center,  also  enunciates  for  the  first  time  the 
question  concerning  the  objective  conditions  for  the 
revolution  to  move  forward  and  come  to  win  victory.  In 
order  that  the  revolution  may  break  out  and  win  victory, 
there  have  to  be  certain  objective  conditions  created.  But 
the  objective  conditions  are  not  created  spontaneously; 
such  conditions  can  be  correctly  created  and  utilized  by 
the  active  function  and  role  of  the  masses  of  people 
alone. 

The  chuche  revolutionary  theory  thus  with  the  masses  of 
people  at  the  center  profoundly  enunciates  the  intrinsic 
nature  of  the  revolution  and  the  law  of  its  emergence  and 
development. 

If  the  working  class  and  its  party  are  to  win  victory  in  the 
revolutionary  struggle,  they  have  to  have  a  correct  revo¬ 
lutionary  theory  and  at  the  same  time  a  scientific, 
revolutionary  strategy  and  tactics. 

If  the  revolutionary  theory  is  the  principle  that  has 
systematized  the  law  of  the  revolution,  it  may  be  said 
that  the  strategy  and  tactics  is  the  methodology  that  has 
enunciated  the  practical  method  for  directly  embodying 
said  principle  in  the  revolutionary  movement.  That 
being  so,  to  have  a  correct  strategy  and  tactics  constitutes 
an  important  guarantee  for  victory  of  the  revoluton. 

The  chuche  ideology  enunciates  a  consummate  strategy 
and  tactics  based  on  the  role  of  the  masses  of  people. 

So-called  strategy  and  tactics  based  on  the  role  of  the 
masses  of  people  is  a  guideline  for  the  formulation  of  the 
revolutionary  struggle  holding  it  as  the  basics  to  unite  the 
broad  masses  on  the  side  of  the  revolution,  and  organize 
and  mobilize  their  creative  strength  and  wisdom  to  the 
hilt. 


The  chuche  strategy  and  tactics  are  the  strategy  and 
tactics  resting  on  the  role  of  the  masses  of  people,  and 
because  of  that,  have  the  revolutionary  ranks  formed  on 
the  principle  of  insuring  the  overwhelming  superiority  of 
the  revolutionary  force  by  uniting  the  broad  masses  and 
thoroughly  isolating  the  counterrevolution,  and  make  it 
possible  to  highly  display  the  initiative  of  the  masses  of 
people  by  setting  forth  the  form  and  method  of  struggle 
consistent  with  the  preparedness  levels  and  actual  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  masses  of  people. 

Thus  the  chuche  strategy  and  tactics  based  on  the  role  of 
the  masses  of  people  make  it  possible  to  strengthen  in 
every  way  the  chuche  force  which  is  the  decisive  factor  in 
the  victory  of  the  revolution,  and  enhance  their  role  to 
the  maximum,  and  because  of  that,  constitute  the  most 
consummate  strategy  and  tactics. 

The  chuche  ideology  based  on  a  man-centered  philo¬ 
sophical  principle  comprhensively  elucidates  not  only 
the  principle  and  general  struggle  guidelines  of  the  rev¬ 
olutionary  movement  but  the  revolutionary  theory, 
strategy  and  tactics  for  all  stages  and  all  spheres  in 
realizing  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the 
masses  of  people.  Into  our  era  the  revolutionary  struggle 
of  the  masses  of  people  for  the  independent  stand  and 
attitude  is  under  way  broadly  in  a  diverse  manner  on  a 
worldwide  scale,  and  in  line  therewith,  numerous  theo¬ 
retical  and  practical  questions  have  arisen  for  the  first 
time,  questions  that  did  not  in  the  past  period. 

The  chuche  ideology,  reflecting  the  aims  and  demands  of 
the  masses  of  people  in  a  relevant  period,  has  synthe¬ 
sized  for  the  first  time  the  theory,  strategy  and  tactics  for 
national  liberation,  for  class  liberation,  for  human  liber¬ 
ation  by  creatively  elucidating  the  theory,  strategy  and 
tactics  for  the  anti-imperialist  antifeudal  democratic 
revolution,  the  theory,  strategy  and  tactics  for  the 
socialist  revolution,  and  the  theory,  strategy  and  tactics 
for  socialist,  communist  construction. 

The  chuche  ideology,  especially  by  systematizing  with 
originality  the  theory,  strategy  and  tactics  of  the  revolu¬ 
tion  which  continues  after  the  establishment  of  the 
socialist  system,  has  broken  new  ground  for  the  revolu¬ 
tion  theory  of  the  working  class.  Even  after  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  socialist  system  still  remaining  in  the  areas  of 
ideology,  technology,  and  culture  will  be  the  legacies  of 
the  old  society  which  will  constitue  the  root  cause 
constraining  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the 
masses  of  people.  Therefore,  in  order  to  completely 
realize  the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the  masses 
of  people,  it  is  imperative  even  after  the  establishment  of 
the  socialist  system  that  they  should  continue  the  revo¬ 
lution  for  getting  freed  from  the  constraint  of  the  old 
ideology,  technology,  and  culture. 

To  energetically  launch  the  three  revolutions — 
ideological,  technological,  and  cultural — is  the  demand 
of  the  law  for  occupying  the  ideological  fortress  and 
material  fortress,  the  strategic  targets  of  communist 
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construction.  The  course  of  socialist,  communist  con¬ 
struction  represents,  as  the  material  and  technical  foun¬ 
dations  of  society  are  strengthened  and  people’s  ideolog¬ 
ical  and  cultural  standards  improved,  the  process  of  a 
ceaseless  improvement  of  social  institutions  so  that  the 
independent  stand  and  attitude  and  creative  stand  and 
attitude  of  social  beings  can  be  realized  even  better.  Only 
by  energetically  launching  the  technological  revolution  is 
it  possible  to  strengthen  the  material  and  technical 
foundations  of  society  and  occupy  the  material  fortress 
of  communism;  only  by  stepping  up  the  ideological 
revolution  and  the  cultural  revolution  is  it  possible  to 
improve  people’s  ideological  and  cultural  standards  and 
occupy  the  ideological  fortress  of  communism. 

In  order  to  improve  social  institutions  to  suit  the 
demands  of  the  socialist,  communist  society,  it  is  imper¬ 
ative  to  strengthen  the  people’s  administration.  The 
people’s  administration,  managing  and  operating  social 
life  in  a  unified  way,  performs  a  decisive  function  in 
insuring  the  position  and  role  of  the  masses  of  people  in 
society  as  the  master.  Only  by  insuring  the  function  and 
role  of  the  people’s  administration  is  it  possible  to 
rationally  improve  social  institutions,  ceaselessly  raise 
the  postion  and  role  of  the  masses  of  people,  and 
successfully  insure  socialist,  communist  construction. 

The  chuche  ideology  based  on  such  analysis  has  clarified 
the  famous  creative  proposition  that  communism  is  the 
three  revolutions  added  to  the  people’s  administration, 
and  by  defining  it  as  the  overall  line  of  socialist,  com¬ 
munist  construction  to  go  forward  energetically 
launching  the  three  revolutions — ideological,  technolog¬ 
ical,  and  cultural — while  strengthening  the  people’s 
administration  after  the  establishment  of  the  socialist 
system,  has  profoundly  elucidated  the  revolutionary 
theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics  definitely  guaran¬ 
teeing  the  ultimate  victory  of  the  revolutionary  cause  of 
the  masses  of  people  dedicated  to  the  independent  stand 
and  attitude. 

It  is  in  synthesizing  comprehensively  in  this  manner  the 
theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics  for  national  libera¬ 
tion,  for  class  liberation,  for  human  liberation,  and  the 
theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics  for  society  remaking, 
for  nature  remaking,  for  human  remolding  thus  flaw¬ 
lessly  illuminating  the  road  to  completely  realizing  the 
independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the  masses  of  people  is 
where  the  important  ground  that  the  chuche  ideology  is 
a  great  thought  enunciating  the  econsummate  revolu¬ 
tionary  theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics  lies. 

The  chuche  ideology  also  provides,  based  on  the  man- 
centered  philosophical  principle,  the  most  consummate 
answer  to  the  question  of  the  leadership  theory  and  the 
leadership  method. 

The  question  of  the  leadership  theory  and  the  leadership 
method,  closely  related  as  it  is  to  the  question  of  the 
strategy  and  tactics  of  the  revolution,  has  its  own  pecu¬ 
liar  characteristics. 


The  question  of  the  leadership  theory  and  the  leadership 
method  and  the  question  of  the  strategy  and  tactics  are 
questions  likewise  related  to  the  leadership  for  the  rev¬ 
olutionary  struggle.  However,  if  the  question  of  the 
strategy  and  tactics  of  the  revolution  is  mainly  a  question 
of  defining  the  overall  direction,  the  basic  method,  and 
the  action  guideline  for  prosecuting  the  revolutionary 
task,  the  question  of  the  leadersip  theory  and  the  lead¬ 
ership  method  is  a  question  of  leading  the  masses  toward 
realizing  the  strategic  and  tactical  guidelines. 

If  the  revolutionary  cause  dedicated  to  the  independent 
stand  and  attitude  of  the  masses  of  people  is  to  move 
forward  victoriously,  it  is  imperative  that  not  only 
scientific  strategic  and  tactical  principles  should  be 
enunciated  but  the  question  of  the  leadership  for  the 
broad  masses  should  be  probperly  solved.  No  matter 
how  scientific  and  revolutionary  strategy  and  tactics  the 
working-class  party  has  established,  it  cannot  win  victory 
in  the  revolution  without  correctly  resolving  the  theory 
and  the  method  of  mass  leadership.  Therefore,  the 
question  of  the  leadership  theory  and  the  leadership 
method,  together  with  the  question  of  the  strategy  and 
tactics  of  revolution,  constitutes  one  of  the  basic  ques¬ 
tions  influencing  the  victory  or  defeat  of  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  movement. 

The  chuche  ideology,  starting  from  man’s  interests  and 
holding  man’s  activity  as  the  basics  based  on  the  philo¬ 
sophical  principle  enunciating  the  position  and  role  of 
man  in  the  world,  has  established  the  viewpoint  and 
stand  for  approaching  the  world,  and  applying  it  in  the 
area  of  mass  leadership,  enunciates  the  revolutionary 
mass  line. 

The  revolutionary  mass  line  is  the  basic  principle  of 
party  activity  which  calls  for  protecting  the  interests  of 
the  masses  of  people  in  the  revolution  and  construction 
and  going  forward  to  solve  all  questions  by  enhancing  the 
role  of  the  masses  of  people. 

The  chuche  leadership  theory  and  leadership  method, 
precisely  resting  on  the  man-centered  philosophical  prin¬ 
ciple  enunciated  by  the  chuche  ideology  and  embodying 
the  revolutionary  mass  line,  provides  a  consummate 
scientific  elucidation  of  important  theoretical  and  prac¬ 
tical  questions  arising  in  realizing  leadership  for  the 
masses  of  people. 

The  question  concerning  the  intrinsic  nature  of  leader¬ 
ship  is  a  question  which,  as  an  important  matter  of 
principle,  must  be  resolved  with  priority  in  evolving  the 
leadership  theory  and  establishing  the  leadership 
method. 

The  question  of  leadership  in  the  revolutionary  move¬ 
ment,  the  communist  movement,  is  essentially  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  leadership  of  the  party  and  the  leader  for  the 
masses  of  people. 

Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  member  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Political  Bureau  of  the  Central  Committee 
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of  the  Korean  Workers  Party  and  a  secretary  of  the  party 
Central  Committee,  pointed  out  as  follows: 

“The  question  of  guidance  in  the  revolutionary  movement, 
the  communist  movement,  is  none  other  than  the  question 
of  leadership  of  the  party  and  the  leader  for  the  masses  of 
people.”  (Book  “On  the  Chuche  Ideology,”  p  18) 

The  masses  of  people  are  the  subject  of  history,  but  this 
is  not  to  say  that  they  always  become  the  independent 
subject  of  history  who  always  go  forward  to  work  out 
their  destiny  independently,  creatively.  If  the  masses  of 
people  are  to  occupy  the  position  and  perform  the  role  as 
the  subject  in  the  advance  of  history,  they  must  receive 
the  leadership  of  the  party  and  the  leader.  The  masses  of 
people,  when  united  in  one  thought  into  one  organiza¬ 
tion  under  the  leaderhship  of  the  party  and  the  leader, 
will  become  the  independent  subject  of  the  revolution 
and  come  to  form  one  body  of  life  in  ideological  terms. 
The  subject  of  the  revolution  is  the  unified  body  of  the 
whole  consisting  of  the  leader,  the  party,  and  the  masses. 

The  leader  is  the  supreme  brain  of  the  sociopolitical 
body  of  life,  and  as  such,  constitutes  the  center  exercising 
unified  command  for  the  life  activity  of  this  life  body. 
The  leader  is  the  center  which,  analyzing  and  synthe¬ 
sizing  the  independent  demands  and  interests  of  the 
masses  of  people,  unifies  them  into  one,  and  at  the  same 
time,  is  the  center  which  in  a  unified  way  commands  the 
creative  activity  of  the  masses  of  people  for  realizing 
them. 

The  leader’s  unified  leadership  for  the  masses  of  people 
in  the  interest  of  the  independent  standard  attitude  is 
realized  through  the  party.  The  party  is  the  nerve  center 
of  an  independent  sociopolitical  life  body  solidly  bonded 
in  organizational  and  ideological  terms  centered  around 
the  leader,  and  as  such,  insures  the  leader’s  unified 
leadership  for  the  masses  of  people. 

Such  chuche-oriented  understanding  of  the  intrinsic 
nature  of  mass  leadership  is  one  that  rests  on  a  correct 
viewpoint  of  the  subject  of  the  revolution,  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  view  of  the  leader,  and  as  such,  constitutes  the 
starting  point  in  evolving  the  chuche  leadership  theory. 

Starting  from  the  proposition  that  the  leadership  ques¬ 
tion  in  the  working-class  revolutionary  struggle  is  essen¬ 
tially  the  leader’s  leadership,  the  chuche  leadership 
theory  provides  a  comprhensive  elucidation,  system¬ 
atizing  principled  questions  arising  in  mass  leadership. 

The  party  work  system  is  the  order  and  system  orga¬ 
nizing  and  launching  party  work  and  party  activity,  and 
as  such,  constitutes  an  important  principled  question 
arising  in  the  revolutionary  leadership  for  the  masses  of 
people.  When  viewed  in  the  light  of  the  character  and 
mission  of  the  working-class  party,  the  party  work 
system  must  become  one  that  thoroughly  insures  the 
unitariness  of  the  leader’s  thought  and  leadership  and 
through  work  with  people  promotes  the  revolutionary 
fervor  and  creative  strength  of  the  masses  of  people  to 


the  maximum.  What  is  especially  important  in  embod¬ 
ying  such  demands  of  the  party  work  system  is  that  of 
establishing  the  unitary  leadership  system  of  the  party 
and  the  leader.  Only  if  the  unitary  leadership  system  of 
the  party  and  the  leader  is  thoroughly  established  within 
the  party,  is  it  possible  to  realize  the  unity  of  ideological 
will  and  action  of  the  part  ranks  and  thoroughly  insure 
the  unitariness  of  the  thought  and  leadership  of  the 
leader. 

In  mass  leadership  it  is  important  to  establish  a  correct 
leadership  art,  properly  setting  up  the  leadership  system 
and  at  the  same  time  the  party  work  method  and  style. 

To  properly  establish  the  work  method  and  work  style 
which  constitute  an  important  component  part  of  the 
leadership  art  is  vitally  essential  to  the  working-class 
party  not  only  in  its  struggle  in  coming  to  power  but  in 
energetically  moving  the  revolution  and  construction 
forward  in  the  socialist  society  as  well. 

The  leadership  method  enunciated  by  the  chuche  ide¬ 
ology  provides  a  consummate  scientific  answer  to  the 
method  and  style  which,  based  on  the  revolutionary  line, 
the  working-class  party  must  strictly  adhere  to  constantly 
in  its  work  with  the  masses,  be  it  before  or  after  coming 
to  power. 

The  leadership  method  enunciated  by  the  chuche  ide¬ 
ology,  the  chuche  work  method,  is  the  revolutionary 
work  method  which  makes  the  masses  of  people  defend 
their  stand  as  the  master  and  acquit  themselves  fully  of 
their  role  as  the  master  in  the  revolution  and  construc¬ 
tion. 

The  chuche  work  method,  because  of  resting  on  the 
revolutionary  mass  line,  makes  it  possible  to  place  the 
interests  of  the  masses  of  people  in  the  first  and  foremost 
place  and  go  forward  to  deal  with  everyting  to  suit  them; 
always  going  in  deep  among  the  people  and  sharing  life 
and  death,  joys  and  sorrows  alike  with  them,  go  forward 
to  solve  all  questions,  relying  on  their  strength  and 
wisdom;  go  forward  to  bring  up  the  masses  of  peoples 
ever  more  independent,  creative  beings.  Because  of  that, 
the  chuche  work  method  constitutes  a  genuine  commu¬ 
nist  work  method,  a  most  powerful  work  method  that 
energetically  pushes  the  revolution  and  construction 
forward. 

In  order  that  the  working-class  party,  becoming  a  com¬ 
plete  whole  with  the  masses  of  people,  may  go  forward  to 
ably  lead  them  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  revolutionary 
task,  it  is  imperative  to  properly  establish  the  party  work 
style. 

Generally,  the  work  style  is  the  work  habit  of  the  party, 
the  politicomoral  feature  of  the  party  functionaries  and 
party  members. 

The  party  work  style  enunciated  by  the  chuche  ideology 
in  the  revolutionary,  people-minded  work  style 
emboding  the  mass  line.  In  it  are  enunciated  all  the 
important  work  habit  and  politicomoral  features  which 
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must  be  held  by  the  functionaries  and  party  members 
who  struggle  for  the  sake  of  the  revolution  and  serve  for 
the  sake  of  the  people. 

Only  if  the  functionaries  and  party  members  possess  the 
revolutionary  spirit  and  people-minded  character  enun¬ 
ciated  by  the  chuche  ideology,  can  the  working-class 
party  become  a  revolutionary,  militant  party  which, 
establishing  the  revolutionary  ethos  in  the  party,  leads 
the  revolutionary  struggle  and  construction  task  to  vic¬ 
tory;  a  motherly  party  which,  assuming  responsiblity  for 
the  destiny  of  the  people  to  the  end,  warmly  looks  after 
them. 

Thus  the  chuche  leadership  theory  and  leadership 
method,  because  of  having  comprehensively  synthesized 
and  monolithically  systematized  all  the  questions  arising 
in  establishing  a  revolutionary,  people-minded  leader¬ 
ship  art  such  as  the  intrinsic  nature  of  leadership  and  the 
leadership  system,  the  party  work  method  and  the  party 
work  style,  with  the  man-centered  philosophical  prin¬ 
ciple  held  as  the  world-view  basis  along  with  the  embod¬ 
iment  of  the  revolutionary  view  of  the  leader  and  the 
revolutionary  mass  line,  constitute  a  consummate  lead¬ 
ership  theory  and  leadership  method  which  the  working- 
class  party  of  out  era  must  hold  as  its  guiding  people. 

Truly,  the  chuche  ideology  is  a  great  revolutionary 
thought  which,  based  on  the  man-centered  philosophical 
principle,  enunciates  the  most  consummate  revolu¬ 
tionary  theory  and  strategy  and  tactics,  leadership  theory 
and  leadership  method. 

Our  party,  by  thoroughly  embodying  the  revolutionary 
theory  and  the  strategy  and  tactics,  the  leadership  theory 
and  the  leadership  method  enunciated  by  the  great 
chuche  ideology  in  the  revolutionary  struggle  and  con¬ 
struction  task,  has  ceaselessly  advanced  the  chuche  rev¬ 
olutionary  cause. 

Our  party,  holding  the  chuche  revolutionary  theory  as  a 
guiding  principle  and  setting  forth  a  scientific,  revolu¬ 
tionary  line  and  policy  for  all  areas  of  the  revolution  and 
construction,  has  thoroughly  implemented  them. 

In  our  country  by  our  party’s  correct  line  and  policy  the 
democratic  transformation  of  society  had  been  success¬

With  the  chuche  leadership  theory  and  leadership 
method  embodied  has  come  to  be  thoroughly  insured  in 
our  party  the  unitariness  of  thought  and  leadership  with 
the  establishmenst  of  a  revolutionary  work  system 
whereby  the  whole  party  moves  in  unison  under  the 
unitary  leadership  of  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim 
Il-song  and  the  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il. 

By  the  chuche  leadership  theory  and  leadership  method 
have  also  come  to  be  overcome  in  our  party  the  bureau¬ 
cratic  work  method  and  the  administrative-style  work 
method,  and  in  their  place  has  come  to  be  established  the 
communistic  work  method  which,  inspiring  the  volun¬ 
tary  enthusiasm  and  creative  positiveness  of  the  masses, 
has  superior  and  subordinate  cooperate  with  one  mind 
and  energetically  push  ahead  with  the  revolutionary 
struggle  and  construction  task.  In  this  way  a  basic 
turnaround  has  occurred  in  the  party’s  work  habit  and 
the  functionaries’  mental  and  moral  features,  and  the 
party’s  face  has  become  renewed  even  more.  All  people 
have  come  to  work  spiritedly,  vibrantly;  the  ties  between 
the  party  and  the  masses  have  been  consolidated  incom¬ 
parably;  the  might  of  the  party  has  been  strengthened 
further  into  the  invincible.

strength  with  vim  and  vigor  at  all  times.  The  function¬ 
aries,  when  giving  assignments  to  subordinates,  must 
acquaint  them  clearly  as  to  what  must  be  done  how  and 
by  when,  and  grasping  the  progress  in  the  fulfillment 
from  time  to  time,  properly  provide  guidance  and  assis¬ 
tance  so  as  to  have  it  timely  insured  on  a  high  standard 
to  suit  the  intent  of  the  party.  To  ceaselessly  deepen  the 
work  to  give  assignments  to  lower-level  functionaries, 
properly  sum  up  the  progress  in  the  fulfillment,  and 
make  rearrangement  constitutes  an  important  question 
in  the  task  of  the  functionaries  to  foster  their  organiza¬ 
tional  skills  and  commanding  abilities,  have  party  work 
developed,  and  implement  the  party  policy  without 
deflection.  If  assignments  are  merely  given  to  lower-level 
functionaries  and  no  efforts  are  made  to  get  a  precise 
grasp  or  make  a  timely  summation,  then  no  matter  how 
many  tasks  have  been  arranged,  it  will  be  quite  impos¬ 
sible  to  reap  any  substantial  harvest  nor  will  it  be 
possible  to  correctly  establish  the  party’s  leadership 
authority  and  discipline. 

Only  when  the  task  is  planned  and  coordinated  to 
implement  the  party  policy  and  the  demand  made  of  it  is 
ceaselessly  heightened  throughout  the  entire  course,  can 
all  people  vigorously  get  moving  with  creative  fervor  like 


the  dynamic  running  of  high-efficiency  machinery,  and 
admirably  carry  out  various  tasks  that  may  arise  from 
time  to  time. 

Especially  inasmuch  as  the  administrative  economic 
guidance  functionaries  are  in  charge  of  managing  and 
operating  the  nation’s  economy,  they  must  closely  plan 
and  coordinate  economic  organizational  work.  The 
administrative  economic  guidance  functionaries,  on  the 
stand  befitting  the  master  that  they  hold  themselves

Only  then  will  party  life  based 
thereon  come  to  be  conducted  correctly  and  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  party  life  ethos  established  in  the  party. 

The  correct  viewpoint,  stand  and  attitude  toward  the 
party  organization  will  come  to  be  held  precisely  when 
the  view  of  the  party  organization  is  enhanced. 

Enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization  makes  one 
first  of  all  regard  the  party  organization  like  a  motherly 
bosom  and  approach  it  with  solemnity. 

For  party  members,  the  party  is  a  motherly  bosom.  As 
the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught,  the  party 
organization  is  like  a  mother  to  the  party  members,  and 
party  members  are  like  sons  to  the  party  organization. 
The  party  brings  up  the  party  members  as  revolution¬ 
aries  and  looks  after  them  all  the  time  so  as  to  have  them 
fight  on  faithfully  without  change  of  heart  on  the  one 
road  of  revolution.  That  being  so,  to  regard  the  party 
organization  like  a  motherly  bosom  and  love  it  consti¬ 
tutes  the  correct  viewpoint,  stand  and  attitude  in 
approaching  the  party  organization. 

The  correct  viewpoint  and  attitude  toward  the  party 
organization  manifest  themselves  in  approaching  the 
party  organization  with  solemnity.  To  say  to  approach 
the  party  organization  with  solemnity  means  to  respect 
the  will  of  the  party  organization,  the  decision  of  the 
party  organization.  The  decision  of  the  party  organiza¬ 
tion  is  not  the  will  of  an  individual  but  an  organizational 
will  aimed  at  embodying  the  line  and  policy  set  forth  by 
the  party  and  the  leader,  and  as  such,  it  is  a  task  party 
members  must  execute  compulsorily.  Therefore,  whether 
one  approaches  the  party  organization  with  solemnity  or 
not  comes  to  boil  down  precisely  to  a  question  of 
whether  one  holds  the  correct  viewpoint  and  attitude 
toward  the  party  organization  or  not. 

Enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization  also  makes 
one  conduct  work  and  life  strictly  abiding  by  the  party 
organization. 

To  strictly  abide  by  the  party  organization  represents  the 
stand  and  attitude  to  go  forward  to  conduct  work  and  life 
under  the  approval  and  assistance  of  the  party  organiza¬ 
tion,  entrusting  one’s  all  to  the  party  organization.  The 
party  member  comes  to  participate  through  the  party 
organization  in  the  political  life  and  revolutionary 
activity.  Put  another  way,  party  members  in  the  course 
of  carrying  out  the  duties  assigned  by  the  party  organi¬ 
zation  come  to  conduct  the  political  life  aimed  at  real¬ 
izing  the  leader’s  revolutionary  thought  and  to  launch 
the  revolutionary  activity.  Consequently,  only  by  strictly 
abiding  by  the  party  organization  can  the  party  members 
go  forward  to  work  out  their  political  life  as  a  revoluton- 
ary.  This  bespeaks  the  fact  that  to  conduct  work  and  life 
strictly  abiding  by  the  party  organization  is  the  correct 
viewpoint  and  attitude  for  approaching  the  party  orga¬ 
nization. 


Enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization  also  makes 
one  strive  consciously  to  receive  the  guidance  and  con¬ 
trol  of  the  party  organization. 

The  party  member  is  a  voluntary  revolutionary  fighter. 
But  the  party  member  must  temper  and  train  himself  all 
the  time.  There  is  no  perfect  man.  Even  one  that  is 
faithful  to  the  party  today  can  degenerate  unless  he 
ceaselessly  tempers  and  trains  himself.  In  order  that  they 
may  live  as  genuine  revolutionaries  and  be  unchangingly 
faithful  to  the  party,  it  is  imperative  that  under  the 
guidance  and  control  of  the  party  organization  they 
should  receive  indoctrination  and  consciously  temper 
themselves. 

The  party  leads  the  party  members  by  the  hand  so  as  to 
make  them  attain  the  character  and  qualifications  of  a 
revolutionary.  For  the  party  members  to  get  away  from  the 
control  of  the  party  organization  is  like  a  child  getting  away 
from  the  bosom  of  its  mother,  and  should  this  come  to 
pass,  they  could  stray  into  the  road  to  dangers.  Only  if  the 
party  members  amid  the  control  of  the  party  organization 
leading  them  along  the  correct  road  receive  indoctrination 
on  a  daily  routine  basis  and  compile  revolutionary 
training,  can  they  become  genuine  revolutionaries  and  be 
faithful  to  the  party  to  the  end.  Consequently,  to  strive 
consciously  to  receive  the  guidance  and  control  of  the 
party  organization  constitutes  the  correct  stand  and  atti¬ 
tude  for  approaching  the  party  organization. 

Thus  enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization 
makes  one  approach  the  party  organization  with  solem¬ 
nity  regarding  it  a  motherly  bosom,  conduct  work  and 
life  strictly  abiding  by  the  party  organization,  and  strive 
consciously  to  receive  the  guidance  and  control  of  the 
party  organization.  Based  on  such  a  correct  viewopoint 
and  attitude  toward  the  party  organization  comes  to  be 
established  the  revolutionary  party  life  ethos.  Herein  lies 
one  of  the  reasons  why  enhancing  the  view  of  the  party 
organization  constitutes  an  important  requirement  in 
properly  establishing  the  party  ethos. 

Next,  what  makes  it  an  important  requirement  in  estab¬ 
lishing  the  party  ethics  to  enhance  the  view  of  the  party 
organization  is  because  it  makes  the  revolutionary  party 
work  habit  established  in  the  party. 

Inasmuch  as  the  party  work  habit  constitutes,  together 
with  the  party  life  ethos,  part  of  the  intrinsic  content  of 
the  party  ethics,  it  is  imperative  to  set  up  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  party  work  habit  in  the  party  if  the  party  ethics  is 
to  be  properly  established.  Enhancing  the  view  of  the 
party  organization  comes  to  perform  an  important  func¬ 
tion  in  establishing  the  revolutionary  party  work  habit. 
This  is  so  because  it  makes  the  lofty  character  of  a 
communist  nurtured  among  the  functionaries  and  party 
members. 

The  unique  nature  of  the  ethos  that  people  adopt  is 
determined  mainly  by  their  character.  He  who  possesses 
communistic  character  comes  to  work  with  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  work  habit,  and  he  who  does  not  possess  it  comes 
to  work  with  all  kinds  of  work  habits  running  counter  to 
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the  ethos  of  a  revolutionary.  If  the  revolutionary  work 
habit  is  to  prevail  in  the  party,  it  is  imperative  to  make 
the  functionaries  and  party  members  strive  for  the  lofty 
character  of  a  communist. 

Enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization  first  of  all 
nurtures  infinite  faithfulness  to  the  party  and  the  leader 
among  the  functionaries  and  party  members. 

To  be  infinitely  faithful  to  the  party  and  the  leader  is  the 
basic  character  of  a  communist  revolutionary.  Commu¬ 
nist  revolutionaries  are  people  who,  loftily  upholding  the 
great  plan  of  the  party  and  the  leader,  have  embarked  on 
the  road  of  revolution  in  order  to  struggle,  dedicating 
themselves  to  the  revolutionary  cause  aimed  at  realizing 
the  independent  stand  and  attitude  of  the  masses  of 
people.  For  the  communist  revolutionaries  the  genuine 
road  to  acquitting  themselves  fully  of  their  revolutionary 
basic  responsiblity  is  that  of  being  infinitely  faithful  to 
the  party  and  the  leader. 

Hold  the  view  of  the  party  organization  properly,  and 
one  will  come  to  have  infinite  faithfulness  to  the  party 
and  the  leader,  that  is,  lofty  character  that  loves  the  party 
organization  being  led  by  the  leader,  knows  the  interests 
of  the  party  to  be  the  first  and  foremost  life,  and  holds  it 
as  an  iron  rule  to  sacrifice  oneself  for  the  sake  of  the 
party.  When  that  comes  to  pass,  one  gets  to  highly 
display  the  ethos  of  a  revolutionary  who  implements  the 
line  and  policy  set  forth  by  the  leader  and  the  decision 
and  directive  of  the  party  to  the  end  with  the  infinite 
spirit  of  devotion  and  sacrifice,  and  the  revolutionary 
spirit  of  self-reliance  and  fortitude. 

Enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization  also  nur¬ 
tures  the  revolutionary  organizational  spirit  and  disci¬ 
plinary  character  among  the  functionaries  and  party 
members. 

The  revolutionary  organizational  spirit  and  disciplinary 
character  are  the  life  of  the  party  and  character  peculiar 
to  the  communist.  The  party  is  a  political  orgainzation 
where  party  members  have  come  together.  In  order  to  get 
the  party  moving,  an  organization  which  a  large  number 
of  party  members  constitute,  all  members  must  conduct 
work  and  life  following  the  rules  and  standards  of 
conduct  enacted  in  accordance  with  one  set  of  organiza¬ 
tional  principles.  This  calls  upon  the  party  mernbers  to 
hold  a  strong  revolutionary  organizational  spirit  and 
disciplinary  character.  Only  by  firmly  insuring  a  steely 
organizational  spirit  and  disciplinary  character  in  the 
party  is  it  possible  to  strengthen  and  develop  the  party 
truly  into  a  monolithic,  invincible,  militant  unit  which 
moves  like  an  organic  body. 

The  revolutionary  organizational  spirit  and  disciplinary 
character  come  to  be  formed  only  based  on  a  lofty  view 
of  the  party  organization.  Properly  hold  the  view  of  the 
party  organization,  and  lofty  character  to  love  the  party 
organization,  be  faithful  to  the  organizational  life,  and 
voluntarily  observe  the  discipline  of  the  organization 
will  come  to  be  brought  forth.  When  thus  coming  to  hold 
the  organizational  spirit  and  disciplinary  character  based 


on  a  lofty  view  of  the  organization,  the  functionaries  and 
party  members  will  come  to  work  and  behave  under  the 
revolutionary  discipline  of  our  party,  thoroughly  over¬ 
coming  all  kinds  of  liberalistic  and  undisciplined  phe¬ 
nomena  in  work.  When  this  comes  to  pass,  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  way  to  conduct  party  work  under  the  unitary 
guidance  of  the  Central  Committee,  and  to  execute 
important  principled  tasks  arising  in  party  work 
according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Central  Committeewill 
come  to  be  established  in  the  party. 

All  this  bespeaks  the  fact  that  enhancing  the  view  of  the 
party  organization  constitutes  one  of  the  important 
requirements  in  properly  establishing  in  the  party  the 
revolutionary  party  work  habit,  the  party  ethics. 

Our  Sungho  District  Party  Committee,  by  loftily 
upholding  and  thoroughly  implementing  the  guideline 
set  forth  by  the  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il  for 
enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization,  has  come 
to  score  certain  successes  in  establishing  the  party  ethics 
and  gain  priceless  experiences  as  well. 

The  district  party  committee,  putting  great  efforts  into 
enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization  among  the 
functionaries  and  party  members  with  a  view  to  properly 
establishing  the  party  ethics,  has  ceaselessly  deepened 
party  life  guidance  for  them.  Always  going  down  to  the 
basic  level,  we  gained  a  concrete  grasp  of  all  kinds  of 
phenomena  concerning  improperly  held  views  of  the 
organization  among  the  functionaries  and  party  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  district.  To  overcome  them,  we  went  forward 
to  steadfastly  launch  indoctrination  and  struggle,  formu¬ 
lating  detailed  guidance  measures  by  the  targets.  Thus  as 
a  result  of  having  concretely  planned  and  coordinated 
the  party  life  guidance,  a  voluntary  party  life  ethos  came 
to  be  established  gradually  among  the  functionaries  and 
party  members,  and  the  revolutionary  work  habit  highly 
displayed  in  the  fulfillment  of  party  work  and  the  revo¬ 
lutionary  task. 

All  the  cooperative  farms  in  the  district  such  as  those  in 
Kwangjong-ri  and  Yimsok-ri,  loftily  upholding  the  great 
leader’s  New  Year’s  address  and  the  Central  Commit¬ 
tee’s  letter  and  slogan,  are  launching  in  unison  the 
struggle  to  increase  the  area  of  fields  under  sprinkler 
irrigation  in  accordance  with  the  tasks  of  four  technolog¬ 
ical  revolutions  as  set  forth  in  the  agrarian  theses.

the  revolutionary,  people-minded  party  ethics  and  admi¬ 
rably  fulfill  the  revolutionary  task  set  forth  by  the  party. 
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The  struggle  to  properly  establish  the  party  ethics  it  will 
not  do  to  slacken  even  for  a  moment,  and  it,  in  step  with 
the  developing  party  and  the  developing  revolution, 
must  be  ceaselessly  deepened. 

Only  by  continuing  the  struggle  to  properly  establish  the 
party  ethics  is  it  possible  to  strengthen  and  develop  into 
an  invincible  militant  unit  the  party  which  is  the  core 
force  in  the  chuche  of  the  revolution,  enhance  its  leading 
and  guiding  role,  and  lead  the  revolutionary  struggle  and 
construction  task  to  victory. 

In  the  coming  year  which  marks  the  40th  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  the  republic,  we  are  faced  with  the  heavy 
task  to  open  up  the  opportunity  of  a  great  turnaround  in 
the  fulfillment  of  the  Third  7>Year  Plan  by  going  forward 
to  bring  about  a  revolutionary  upsurge  on  all  fronts  of 
socialist  construction,  loftily  upholding  the  great  leader’s 
New  Year’s  address  and  the  Central  Committee’s  letter 
and  slogan.  In  order  to  successfully  fulfill  this  heavy  yet 
glorious  task,  it  is  imperative  to  establish  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  party  ethics  in  the  party  more  than  ever  before 
and  further  enhance  the  militant  function  and  role  of  the 
party  organization. 

By  further  enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization 
and  thoroughly  establishing  the  revolutionary  party  life 
ethos,  party  work  habit  among  the  functionaries  and 
party  members  we  must  make  the  party  ethics  peculiar  to 
ours  as  a  chuche  revolutionary  party  prevail  firmly 
party  wide. 

Comrade  Kim  Chong-il,  member  of  the  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Political  Bureau  of  the  Central  Committee 
of  the  Korean  Workers  Party  and  a  secretary  of  the 
Central  Committee,  pointed  out  as  follows: 

“All  party  organizations  must  make  party  members 
positively  strive  to  enhance  the  view  of  the  party  orga¬ 
nization.”  [No  bibliographic  reference  given] 

What  is  important  in  properly  establishing  the  party 
ethics  by  enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization  is 
first  of  all  making  the  perception  of  the  party  properly 
held  among  the  functionaries  and  party  members. 

The  view  of  the  party  organization  is  not  something  that 
is  brought  forth  spontaneously;  it  comes  to  be  formed 
only  based  on  a  correct  perception  of  the  party. 

In  order  to  make  the  functionaries  and  party  members 
strive  to  hold  a  correct  perception  of  the  party,  it  is 
important  to  teach  by  experience  that  the  party  is  the 
protector  of  their  sociopolitical  life. 

As  the  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il  pointed  out,  the 
party  is  the  core  unit  of  the  masses  of  people  who  are 
solidly  united  in  organizational  and  ideological  terms 
centered  around  the  leader,  and  as  such,  constitutes  the 
backbone  of  an  independent  sociopolitical  body  of  life. 
Through  the  party  organization  the  party  members  come 
to  be  united,  in  organizational  and  ideological  terms, 
with  the  leader  who  is  the  center  for  the  sociopolitical 


body  of  life,  and  when  this  comes  to  pass,  they  come  to 
gain  an  everlasting  sociopolitical  life. 

If  fathers  and  mothers  are  protectors  who,  giving  phys¬ 
ical  life  to  their  children,  look  after  them,  the  party  is  the 
protector  who,  bestowing  sociopolitical  life  which  is 
more  precious  than  physical  life  on  the  party  members, 
leads  them  so  that  they  can  sustain  it.  Only  by  making 
such  a  perception  of  the  party  clearly  held  among  the 
party  members  is  it  possible  to  make  them  hold  the 
political  awareness  that  although  they  may  be  able  to  live 
apart  from  the  bosom  of  their  parents,  they  cannot  live 
for  a  moment  apart  from  the  bosom  of  the  party  organi¬ 
zation  and  that  only  in  the  bosom  of  the  party  can  they 
go  forward  to  add  luster  to  their  precious  sociopolitical 
life.  When  such  political  awareness  of  party  members  is 
intense,  a  correct  viewpoint,  stand  and  attitude  toward 
the  party  organization,  the  view  of  the  party  organization 
will  come  to  be  properly  established,  and  when  this 
comes  to  pass,  the  revolutionary  party  life  ethos,  the 
party  ethics  will  come  to  prevail  firmly  in  the  party. 

To  ceaselessly  temper  and  train  the  functionaries  and 
party  members  through  party  organziational  life  is  one  of 
the  important  methods  to  properly  establish  the  party 
ethics,  enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization. 

The  view  of  the  party  organization,  formed  based  on  a 
correct  perception  of  the  party,  comes  to  be  consolidated 
in  the  course  of  organziational  life.  In  the  course  of 
organizational  life  party  members  come  to  nurture  the 
habit  to  live  strictly  abiding  by  the  party  organization 
and  voluntarily  observe  the  discipline  of  the  party  orga¬ 
nization  and  accordingly,  come  to  keep  the  view  of  the 
organization  deeply  engraved  in  the  heart  as  their  lofty 
character.  Therefore,  in  order  to  properly  establish  the 
party  ethics  by  enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organi¬ 
zation,  it  is  imperative  to  ceaselessly  temper  and  train 
the  functionaries  and  party  members  through  party 
organizational  life. 

Here,  what  is  important  is  first  of  all  making  the  func¬ 
tionaries  and  partymembers  strive  to  thoroughly  observe 
the  principle  of  absolutism  and  unconditionality  in  the 
implementation  of  the  great  leader’s  teachings  and  the 
party’s  decision  and  directive. 

So-called  party  organizational  life  is  the  activity  to  carry 
out  the  assignments  given  by  the  party,  and  this  is  none 
other  than  implementing  the  great  leader’s  teachings  and 
the  party’s  decision  and  directive.  And  to  implement 
them  unconditionally  and  thoroughly  is  the  first  and 
foremost  demand  of  the  partywide  discipline.  Conse¬ 
quently,  only  by  striving  to  have  the  revolutionary  ethos 
established  among  the  functionaries  and  party  members 
to  hold  the  spirit  of  absolutism  and  unconditionality 
toward  implementing  the  great  leader’s  teachings  and  the 
party’s  decision  and  directive  to  the  end  can  they  revo- 
lutionarily  temper  themselves  amid  a  strict  partywide 
discipline  and  go  forward  to  enhance  the  view  of  the 
organization. 
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In  order  to  temper  the  functionaries  and  party  members 
through  organizational  life,  it  is  also  important  to  make 
them  strive  to  faithfully  carry  out  partywide  assign¬ 
ments.  Through  the  course  of  carrying  out  partywide 
assignments  party  members  come  to  form  relations  with 
the  party  organization  and  conduct  organizational  life. 
Accordingly,  how  to  approach  partywide  assignments  is 
a  question  relating  to  the  viewpoint  and  attitude  toward 
the  party  organization,  and  the  process  of  carrying  out 
the  assignments  given  by  the  party  organization  becomes 
the  process  of  getting  inspected  whether  or  not  the  view 
of  the  organization  has  been  properly  established.  There¬ 
fore,  only  by  strengthening  organizational  tempering  so 
as  to  make  the  functionaries  and  party  members  strive  to 
faithfully  carry  out  the  task  received  from  the  party 
organization  is  it  possible  to  ceaselessly  heighten  the 
view  of  the  organization  among  them. 

What  is  important  in  properly  establishing  the  view  of 
the  organization  by  strengthening  the  tempering  through 
organizational  life  is  also  that  of  making  them  strive  to 
establish  the  ethos  to  report  all  questions  arising  in  work 
and  life  to  the  party  organization  and  go  forward  to  solve 
them  with  the  assistance  of  the  party  organization.  An 
important  expression  of  the  view  of  the  party  organiza¬ 
tion  is  reporting  the  questions  arising  in  work  and  life  to 
the  party  organization.  Depending  on  whether  or  not 
they  report  the  questions  arising  in  work  and  life  to  the 
party  organization  with  an  open  mind  it  is  possible  to 
evaluate  whether  or  not  they  strictly  abide  by  the  party 
organization,  in  other  words,  whether  or  not  they  have 
established  the  view  of  the  organization.  Therefore  in 
order  to  make  the  functionaries  and  party  members 
strive  to  properly  hold  the  view  of  the  party  organiza¬ 
tion,  it  is  imperative  to  have  thoroughly  established 
among  them  the  discipline  to  report  all  questions  arising 
in  their  daily  work  and  life  timely  to  the  party  organiza¬ 
tion. 

In  establishing  the  revolutionary  party  ethics  by  height¬ 
ening  the  view  of  the  organization  it  is  also  important  to 
enhance  the  role  of  the  organizational  department  of  the 
party  committee  at  all  levels. 

The  organizational  department  of  the  party  committee 
at  all  levels  is  an  office  in  charge  of  guiding  party  life  and 
as  such,  holds  an  important  position  in  establishing  the 
revolutionary  party  ethics  in  the  party.  The  organiza¬ 
tional  department,  placing  primary  emphasis  on  guiding 
party  life  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  its  functions, 
must  correctly  lead  the  functionaries  and  party  members 
in  striving  to  commendably  conduct  party  life  with  the 
view  of  the  party  organization  properly  held. 

Here,  what  is  important  is  that  of  concretely  ascertaining 
the  state  of  party  life  of  the  functionaries  and  party 
members  and  closely  formulating  the  countermeasures 
for  guiding  their  party  life. 

In  order  to  cure  an  illness,  the  doctor  must  first  of  all 
properly  diagnose  the  patient’s  illness.  And  the  precise 


diagnosis  must  be  followed  by  prescribing  an  appro¬ 
priate  medication.  People  have  different  kinds  of  consti¬ 
tution  and  even  for  the  same  kind  of  illness,  the  treat¬ 
ment  must  take  their  physical  predisposition  into 
consideration.  The  same  applies  to  the  guidance  of  party 
life. 

Functionaries  of  the  party  organization,  directing  deep 
attention  all  the  time  to  the  work  and  life  of  the  cadres 
and  party  members,  must  deeply  ascertain  the  state  of 
their  party  life,  and  formulating  concrete  indoctrination 
countermeasures,  must  go  forward  to  substantially  con¬ 
duct  the  task  to  enhance  the  view  of  the  party  organiza¬ 
tion  among  them. 

In  particular,  it  is  important  to  exercise  guidance  and 
control  correctly  in  such  a  way  that  the  cadres  will  set  an 
example  in  enhancing  the  view  of  the  party  organization. 
The  cadres  are  our  party’s  core  force  and  commanding 
personnel  of  the  revolution.  The  cadres  are  charged  with 
the  heavy  respondibility  to  indoctrinate  the  lower-level 
functionaries  and  party  members.  Accordingly,  the  role 
the  cadres  play  in  establishing  the  revolutionary  party 
ethics  in  the  party  is  big  indeed.  Therefore,  it  is  imper¬ 
ative  to  raise  the  degree  of  the  demand  made  of  the 
cadres  that  more  than  anyone  else  they  faithfully  partic¬ 
ipate  in  party  life  with  the  view  of  the  party  organization 
properly  held  and  that  they  go  forward  to  conduct  work 
with  our  party’s  revolutionary,  people-minded  work 
style.

If  the  party  functionaries  hesitate  and  waver  in 
the  face  of  a  bottleneck  and  barrier  or  become  flustered 
in  the  face  of  a  difficult  and  backbreaking  task,  the 
masses  also  will  get  demoralized  and  come  to  hesitate.

courage. 
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Essentially,  to  hesitate  or  retreat  in  the  face  of  a  barrier 
and  trial  is  not  the  attitude  of  people  who  make  revolu¬ 
tion.  It  will  not  do  for  the  party  functionaries  who  are 
vanguard  fighters  of  the  revolution,  professional  revolu¬ 
tionaries,  to  step  back  or  hesitate.  If  you  start  taking  a 
step  back,  you  will  soon  come  to  take  two  steps  back  and 
in  the  end,  will  lose  heart  altogether  and  throw  in  the 
towel.  He  who  is  in  the  habit  of  stepping  back  in  the  face 
of  a  barrier  cannot  get  anything  done.  In  order  to  win 
victory  in  the  revolution  and  score  success  in  the  con¬ 
struction  task,  one  must  not  be  afraid  of  barriers  and 
with  a  bold  attack  spirit,  must  charge  head-on  and  break 
through  the  barrier.  Only  he  who  moves  forward 
breaking  through  the  bottlenecks  and  barriers  encoun¬ 
tered  can  have  the  joy  of  creation  and  feel  the  reward  of 
the  struggle.  That  being  so,  even  through  burning  rivers, 
perilous  mountains  and  bogs  may  stand  in  the  way  of  the 
marching  column,  only  if  the  party  functionaries, 
becoming  the  vanguard  fighter  of  the  revolution  and 
racing  forward  at  the  forefront,  tell  people  to  follow  me, 
is  it  possible  to  overcome  the  bottlenecks  and  barriers 
encountered  on  the  road  of  forward  movement  and  get 
done  in  one  breath  any  task, however  difficult  and  enor¬ 
mous,  and  score  victory  and  success  in  the  revolution 
and  construction.  Therefore,  for  the  party  functionaries 
to  become  the  standard  bearer  of  the  revolution  and 
dynamically  move  forward  breaking  through  the  bottle¬ 
necks  and  barriers  encountered  constitutes  an  indispens¬ 
able  requirement  in  scoring  victory  and  success  in  the 
revolution  and  construction. 

For  the  party  functionaries  to  become  the  standard 
bearer  of  the  revolution  is  an  important  requirement  in 
acquitting  themselves  fully  of  their  mission  and  duty  as 
the  indoctrinator,  organizer,  and  mobilizer  of  the 
masses.

Should  this 
come  to  pass,  the  seed  of  such  words  will  not  take  nor 
will  it  have  teeth,  and  it  will  become  impossible  to 
inspire  even  a  few  people,  let  alone  the  broad  masses. 

The  party  functionary  is  not  one  who  sits  by  merely 
engaging  in  the  exercise  of  empty  words  and  making 
demands  of  others  to  do  his  bidding.  The  party  function¬ 
aries  by  Words  alone  cannot  carry  out  the  duty  of  a 
revolutionary  nor  can  they  acquit  themselves  filly  of 
their  basic  responsibility.  The  party  functionary  who

Positively  proving  this  is  the  practical  example  set  by  our 
Chonch’on  County  Party  Committee  functionaries  in 
the  course  of  the  struggle  to  transform  the  county  into  a 
good  place  to  live,  a  people’s  paradise,  energetically 
launching  national  land  management  work. 

Chonch’on  County  occupies  an  area  which  abounds  in  a 
comparably  large  number  of  rivers  and  streams.

All  function¬ 
aries  of  the  county  party  such  as  the  responsible  func¬ 
tionaries,  ahead  of  others  launching  in  unison  into  it, 
built  the  stone  embankment  of  the  Changja  River  in 
commendable  fashion.  That  was  not  all  of  the  spear¬ 
heading  role  performed  by  the  county  party  function¬ 
aries.  Be  it  early  in  the  morning  or  late  at  night,  in  the 
battlefield  where  there  were  the  masses  and  national  land 
management  work  was  under  way,  the  party  function¬ 
aries  were  always  in  the  van.  Also  seen  at  the  forefront  of 
readjusting  the  small  patches  of  paddy  fields  of  Hwaam 
Cooperative  Farm  to  the  standard  paddy  fields  as  well  as 
among  the  farm  members  hauling  the  compost  to  the 
sloping  fields  at  Mupyong-ri  traveling  a  path  through 
virgin  snow  were  party  funcitonaries.

The  infinite  dedication  and  sacrifice  of  giving  one’s  all  to 
the  revolution,  to  manifest  themselves  in  the  revolu¬ 
tionary  stand  and  attitude,  and  the  immutable  faith  to 
keep  defending  the  banner  of  the  revolution  to  the  end, 
whatever  the  adversity,  is  also  based  on  that.

What  is  playing  a  big  role  in  the  present  period 
in  developing  the  economic  branches  which  serve  the 
people’s  life  is  the  construction  of  a  series  of  major  plant 
facilities  such  as  the  Sunchon  Vinalon  Complex  and 
Sariwon  Potash  Fertilizer  Complex. 

The  Sunchon  Vinalon  Complex  is  a  major  conprehen- 
sive  chemical  industry  base  of  key  importance  in 
improving  the  people’s  material  and  cultural  life,  and 
when  its  construction  is  completed,  it  will  be  producing, 
annually,  various  kinds  of  chemical  products  such  as  1 
million  tons  of  carbide,  750,000  tons  of  methanol, 
100,000  tons  of  vinalon,  900,000  tons  of  nitrogenous 
ferilizer,  250,000  tons  of  vinyl  chloride,  250,000  tons  of 
caustic  soda,  and  400,000  tons  of  sodium  carbonate,  and 
in  addition,  300,000  tons  of  protein  feed. 
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The  Sariwon  Potash  Fertilizer  Complex  will  be  a  pow¬ 
erful  light  metal  production  base  when  the  construction 
is  completed,  and  if  it  processes,  annually,  a  minimum  of 
3  million  tons  of  potash  feldspar  of  which  the  Chongdan 
district  has  a  rich  deposit,  it  will  make  it  possible  to 
produce  510,000  tons  of  posh  fertilizer,  420,000  tons  of 
alumina,  and  more  than  10  million  tons  of  cement. 

At  the  same  time,  if  we,  continuing  to  hold  a  tight  grip  on 
our  party’s  principle  of  farming  first,  produce  in  large 
quantities  and  deliver  to  the  rural  area  tractors,  trucks,

And  under  the  energetic 
support  of  the  powerful  key  industries  thoroughly 
equipped  with  modern  technical  provisions  we  will  be 
able  to  successfully  conduct  the  technological  improve¬ 
ment  of  various  branches  of  the  people’s  economy  and 
achieve  a  high  growth  speed  of  production.  The  more  the 
production-technology  foundations  of  key  industries  are 
expanded  and  strengthened,  the  more  it  will  be  possible 
to  successfully  occupy  the  electricity  height,  coal  height,

Musan  Mining  Complex  with  rich  deposits  into  a  large- 
scale  modern  iron  ore  production  base  with  a  capacity  of 
10  million  tons  immediately  and  15  million  tone  pro¬ 
spectively.

Today  when  socialist  economic  construction 
is  progressing  at  a  high  speed  on  a  big  scale,  the  demands 
for  raw  materials,  fuel,  and  motive  power  are  growing 
ceaselessly,  and  how  to  satisfy  them  is  becoming  a  very 
important  question.  Only  by  correctly  solving  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  raw  materials,  fuel,  and  motive  power  is  it 
possible  to  achieve  a  high  growth  of  production  and 
ultimately,  strengthen  the  self-reliant  nature  and  chuche 
character  of  the  economy  and  go  forward  thoroughly 
consolidating  the  might  of  the  socialist  self-reliant 
national  economy.  The  most  important  question  too  that 
arises  in  realizing  what  our  party  has  put  up  front — 
chucheization  of  the  people’s  economy — is  precisely  that 
of  more  satisfactorily  resolving  raw  materials,  fuel,  and 
motive  power. 

The  question  of  raw  materials,  fuel,  and  motive  power 
will  come  to  be  solved  successfully  by  the  development 
of  science  and  technology  alone.  In  recent  years  basic 
science  has  discovered  many  effective  methods  in 
making  nature  adapted  to  human  demands,  and  by  the 
application  the  sources  of  raw  materials,  fuel,  and 
motive  power  have  increased  and  great  innovation  has 
come  to  happen  in  production  and  in  their  applied  areas. 
By  the  development  of  science  and  technology  various 
kinds  of  synthetic  raw  materials  such  as  synthetic  resins 
are  being  produced  extensively,  and  by  the  utilization  of 
nuclear  power  the  production  of  motive  power  is  being 
increased  rapidly.  Again,  various  materials  such  as  new 
metals,  created  one  after  another,  are  being  utilized,  and 
the  production  of  fuel  and  raw  materials,  too,  relying  on 
new  resources,  is  being  increased  rapidly. 

The  policy-oriented  demand  our  policy  has  put  up  front 
in  having  science  and  technology  developed  for  solving 
the  question  of  raw  materials,  fuel,  and  motive  power  is 
that  of  focusing  efforts  on  having  science  and  technology 
developed  for  widely  tapping  our  country’s  abundant 
resources  and  for  producing  raw  materials  and  fuels 
which  are  either  nonexistent  in  our  country  or  in  short 
supply.  Only  by  having  the  prospecting  and  extracting 
technologies  developed  is  it  possible  to  make  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  minerals  including  coal  grow  rapidly;  only  by 
positively  introducing  new  mode  and  technology  for  the 
development  of  hydroelectric  power  resources  is  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  increase  the  production  of  electricity  rapidly. 
The  question  facing  all  branches,  all  units  of  the  people’s 
economy  to  widely  utilize  local  fuel  resources  such  as  cho 
muyontan  (?anthracite  silt)  and  low  calorie  coal.

improve  various  kinds  of  heat  facilities,  produce  chem¬ 
ical  industry’s  raw  materials  from  coal,  and  other  urgent 
questions  to  produce  various  kinds  of  processed  and 
synthetic  raw  materials  can  be  solved  only  by  having 
science  and  technology  developed  rapidly. 

Success  or  failure  in  the  question  to  satisfactorily  meet 
the  growing  demands  for  raw  materials,  fuel,  and  motive 
power  depends  not  only  on  tapping  new  sources  but  in 
large  measure  on  having  the  application  technologies 
developed.  The  development  of  modern  science  and 
technology  makes  it  possible  to  have  no  small  part  of  the 
demands  for  raw  materials  and  supplies  resolved  by 
economization.  When  positively  utilizing  such  possibil¬ 
ities  opened  up  by  the  developing  science  and  tech¬ 
nology,  it  will  be  possible  to  insure  a  higher  growth  of 
produciton,  lowering  by  far  the  standard  of  material 
consumption  and  recovering  for  reuse  every  bit  of  the 
waste  heat,  effluents,  and  by-products. 

What  makes  the  development  of  science  and  technology  a 
powerful  method  to  achieve  a  high  growth  of  production 
also  lies  in  that  it  makes  it  possible  to  enhance  labor 
productivity  by  far,  highly  modernizing  technical  provi¬ 
sions. 

The  basic  direction  of  modernizing  technical  provisions 
set  by  our  party  is  replacing  the  production  facilities  with 
precision,  large,  high-speed,  and  automated  ones,  and 
this  constitutes  an  important  factor  in  raising  labor 
productivity. 

The  effectiveness  and  high  speed  of  production  deci¬ 
sively  depends  on  the  development  of  production  facil¬ 
ities  where  scientific  and  technological  initiative  is  mate¬ 
rialized.  Only  if  equipped  with  production  facilities  of 
high  technical,  economic  standards,  will  it  be  possible  to 
produce  more  material  wealth  even  working  as  handily, 
improving  working  conditions  and  raising  labor  produc¬ 
tivity.  Introducing  new  resource-economizing  technical 
processes  and  improving  the  quality  of  goods  is  also 
possible  only  by  modernizing  the  technical  provisions 
for  production. 

By  the  development  of  science  and  technology  mechanical 
means  will  come  to  be  modernized  at  a  very  fast  pace. 
What  is  characteristic  today  in  the  modernization  of 
mechanical  means  is  the  automation  of  produciton  pro¬ 
cesses.  In  keeping  with  the  development  of  science  and 
technology,  automated  lines,  automated  shops,  and  auto¬ 
mated  factories  very  high  in  economic  effectiveness  are 
being  created  and  moreover,  robots  partically  or  fully 
performing  a  man’s  production  function  are  being  intro¬ 
duced. 

In  order  to  highly  modernize  the  technical  provisions  for 
production,  it  is  imperative  to  have  electronic  engi¬ 
neering,  automation  engineering,  and  mechanical  engi¬ 
neering  developed  and  quickly  realize  production’s  com¬ 
prehensive  mechanization,  automation,  robotization, 
and  computerization.  The  computer,  one  of  the  impor¬ 
tant  S&T  inventions,  is  a  highly  developed  mechanical 
means  capable  of  vicariously  performing  man’s  various 


“intellectual”  functions,  and  as  such,  will  come  to 
incomparably  expedite  the  growth  of  production,  suc¬ 
cessfully  solving  difficult  and  complex  technical  ques¬ 
tions.  Use  the  computer  in  the  automatic  control  system 
for  technical  processes  and  in  the  designing  system,  and 
their  productivity  will  rise  vastly  and  power  consump¬ 
tion  will  be  reduced  several  fold. 

To  highly  modernize  the  production  facilities  based  on 
the  rapid  development  of  science  and  technology  makes 
it  possible  to  improve  with  new  technologies  the  facto¬ 
ries  and  enterprises  of  all  branches  of  the  people’s 
economy  and  increase  production  vastly  even  without  an 
additional  capital  outlay.  Especially  in  the  present 
period  the  introduction  of  the  latest  technical  means  by 
the  developing  science  and  technology  arises  as  an  urgent 
question  in  extensively  increasing  the  production 
capacity  of  key  industries,  energetically  stepping  up  the 
grand  construction  march.  Only  by  positively  intro¬ 
ducing  modern  production  facilities  will  it  be  possible  to 
quickly  but  qualitatively  step  up  the  laying  of  production 
foundations  even  as  using  less  labor  and  facilities,  mate¬ 
rials  and  funds,  and  advance  the  scheduled  date  of 
starting  the  operation,  and  highly  modernizing  newly 
built  factories  and  enterprises,  go  forward  definitely 
achieving  a  high  growth  of  production. 

What  makes  the  development  of  science  and  technology 
a  powerful  method  to  achieve  a  high  growth  of  produc¬ 
tion  also  lies  in  that,  lifting  the  production  and  manage¬ 
ment  activities  onto  a  new  scientific  basis,  it  makes  it 
possible  to  rationally,  effectively  conduct  production. 

At  present  part  of  the  reserves  for  production  growth  lies 
in  improving  the  production  technical  processes,  pro¬ 
duction  method,  and  management  activity;  and  the 
faster  science  and  technology  develop,  the  more  the 
reserves  grow.  Such  reserves  are  of  the  kind  that  makes  it 
possible  to  have  production  grow  comparatively  handily 
without  any  big  additional  capital  outlay. 

Improve  the  production  technical  processes  and  method 
to  suit  the  modern  technical  means  and  the  new  raw 
material  and  fuel  conditions,  and  it  will  be  possible  to 
produce  less  effluents  or  to  utilize  every  bit  of  them.  The 
improvement  of  production  technical  processes  and  pro¬ 
duction  method  through  and  through  can  be  achieved 
only  based  on  having  technological  engineering  and 
basic  science  ceaselessly  developed,  on  positively 
breaking  fresh  ground  in  science,  on  extensively  intro¬ 
ducing  the  latest  advances  in  science  and  technology. 

To  conduct  the  management  activity  on  a  high  scientific 
basis  is  an  important  factor  in  inspiring  production 
growth.  Modern  industry  resting  on  highly  developed 
science  and  technology  cannot  be  satisfactorily  managed 
and  operated  by  the  old  handicraft  method  nor  can  a  high 
growth  of  production  be  insured.  Economic  management 
by  a  scientific  method  presupposes  to  conduct  econornic 
organizational  work  to  suit  the  demands  of  the  objective 
economic  law  and  in  particular,  to  apply  modern  technical 
means  and  techniques  to  management  and  operation 
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work.  Scientizing  the  management  activity  by  modern 
technical  means  and  techniques  such  as  the  computer 
makes  it  possible  to  speedily  and  accurately  analyze  the 
economic  process  and  the  actual  state  of  production  and 
take  rational  countermeasures,  and  precisely  make  eco¬ 
nomic  calculations  and  draw  up  the  best  possible  plan. 
This  constitutes  an  important  condition  that  makes  it 
possible  to  prevent  all  kinds  of  waste  and  loss  that  can 
happen  in  the  production  and  management  activities  and 
achieve  the  maximum  result  in  production  with  the  min¬ 
imum  outlay. 

Thus  to  have  science  and  technology  rapidly  developed 
constitutes  a  limitless  source,  a  definite  guarantee  that 
makes  it  possible  to  have  production  grow  at  an  uninter- 
rputed  high  rate  of  speed. 

Today  we  are  faced  with  the  glorious  task  to  have  science 
and  technology  developed  more  rapidly  to  suit  the 
demands  of  the  reaiitites  wherein  socialist  construction 
is  being  pushed  to  newer,  higher  levels. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

“Putting  great  efforts  into  having  science  and  technology 
developed,  we  must  go  forward  satisfactorily  solving 
various  scientific  and  technological  questions  that  arise 
in  socialist  construction,  and  lift  our  nation’s  science  and 
technology  onto  a  world-class  standard  in  a  short  period 
of  time.”  (Ibid,  p  483) 

It  is  a  definite  stand  and  resolve  of  our  party  to  raise  the 
nation’s  standard  of  science  and  technology  in  an  epoch- 
making  manner,  having  science  and  technology  rapidly 
developed,  and  further  accelerate  the  pace  of  the  socialist 
economic  construction  march. 

Our  party,  by  holding  a  tight  grip  on  it  as  an  important 
strategic  task  all  the  time  throughout  socialist  construc¬ 
tion  to  have  science  and  technology  developed  and  by 
putting  efforts  into  it,  has  made  the  nation’s  science  and 
technology  reach  a  very  high  standard.  Maximally  uti¬ 
lizing  all  kinds  of  conditions  and  possibilities  while 
consolidating  the  achievements  already  scored,  we  must 
continue  to  go  forward  thoroughly  implementing  our 
party’s  chuche-oriented  science  and  technology  policy. 

In  having  science  and  technology  developed,  our  party’s 
invariable  guideline  is  that  of  strictly  maintaining  the 
chuche-oriented  stand.  The  same  as  for  all  the  other 
questions  of  the  revolution  and  construction,  only  if  we 
thoroughly  establish  chuche  in  the  development  of  sci¬ 
ence  and  technology  too,  is  it  possible  to  go  forward 
solving  various  kinds  of  scientific  and  technological 
questions  that  arise  in  socialist  economic  construction, 
with  our  own  strength  to  suit  the  interests  of  our  revo¬ 
lution  and  the  demands  of  our  people.  Therefore,  it  is 
imperative  to  establish  chuche  in  scientific  research 
work  and  successfully  solve  the  scientific  and  technolog¬ 
ical  questions  arising  in  realizing  the  chucheization, 
moderinzation,  and  scientization  of  the  people’s 
economy,  and  strengthen  the  research  work  aimed  at 


breaking  new  ground  in  scientific  research  and  intro¬ 
ducing  the  latest  advances  in  science  and  technology. 

In  order  to  have  science  and  technology  rapidly  devel¬ 
oped,  it  is  important  first  of  all  to  precisely  formulate  a 
science  and  technolgy  development  plan  and  carry  it  our 
without  fail. 

The  science  and  technology  development  plan  is  one 
projecting  the  direction  and  scope  of  scientific  research 
work  and  technological  development  work  aimed  at 
launching  the  technological  revolution  in  all  branches  of 
the  people’s  economy.  Only  if  the  science  and  technology 
development  plan  is  commendably  established  and  pre¬ 
cisely  carried  out,  will  it  be  possible  to  lift  the  nation’s 
overall  economy  onto  a  new  scientific  basis  and  develop 
production  at  an  uninterrupted  high  rate  of  speed,  and 
liberate  working  people  quickly  from  backbreaking 
labor.  The  science  and  technology  development  plan 
must  necessarily  be  established  in  organic  combination 
with  the  production  plan,  precisely  reflecting  the  impor¬ 
tant  and  urgent  scientific  and  technological  questions 
that  arise  in  stepping  up  the  chucheization,  moderniza¬ 
tion,  and  scientization  of  the  people’s  economy,  to  suit 
the  demands  of  our  revolution.  Only  if  this  demand  is 
embodied  in  drafting  the  science  and  technology  devel¬ 
opment  plan,  can  science  and  technology  genuinely  serve 
in  strengthening  the  might  of  the  socialist  self-reliant 
national  economy. 

In  the  struggle  for  socialist  economic  construction,  var¬ 
ious  kinds  of  questions  will  come  to  arise  in  large 
numbers  which  have  to  be  solved  in  terms  of  science  and 
technology,  and  especially  in  studying  those  questions 
which  have  great  importance  in  economic  development, 
it  will  come  to  take  a  comparatively  long  period  of  time. 
Therefore,  in  establishing  the  science  and  technology 
development  plan,  it  is  imperative  first  of  all  to  scientif¬ 
ically  draw  up  a  prospective  plan,  and  based  thereon, 
precisely  formulate  an  annual  science  development  plan. 

In  order  to  commendably  formulate  the  prospective  plan 
for  the  development  of  science  and  technology,  it  is 
imperative,  in  consideration  of  the  developing  standards 
and  speed  of  modem  science  and  technology,  to  select 
advanced  methods  capable  of  rapidly  developing  the 
nations’s  science  and  technology  and  correctly  calculate 
the  prospective  demands  of  socialist  economic  construc¬ 
tion.  In  the  prospective  plan  for  the  development  of 
science  and  technology  must  be  reflected  clearly  the 
targets  which  must  be  reached  during  the  prospective 
plan,  the  tasks  by  stages,  and  methods  for  the  fulfillment. 

The  annual  plan  for  the  development  of  science  and 
technology  to  be  formulated  based  on  the  prospective 
plan  for  the  development  of  science  and  technology  must 
be  formulated  in  such  a  way  that,  instead  of  making  a 
laundry  list  of  it,  it  should  go  forward  solving  scientific 
and  technological  questions  of  immediate  importance  in 
the  devlopment  of  the  people’s  economy.  Only  by  so 
doing  will  it  be  possible  to  have  a  clearly  defined  goal 
and  go  forward  goal-consciously  launching  the  struggle 
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for  the  attainment,  and  energetically  push  ahead  with  the 
development  of  both  production  and  technology. 

The  plan  for  the  development  of  science  and  technology 
not  only  must  be  formulated  precisely  but  must  be 
carried  out  without  fail. 

The  plan  for  the  development  of  science  and  technology 
is  the  order  of  the  party,  the  law  of  the  state,  reflecting 
the  will  and  demands  of  our  people  to  rapidly  develop 
production,  chucheizing,  modeming,  and  scientizing  the 
people’s  economy.  In  order  to  successfully  carry  out  the 
plan  for  the  development  of  science  and  technolgy,  it  is 
imperative  to  thoroughly  do  away  with  “the  moral  side” 
and  establish  the  strong  discipline  of  compulsorily  car¬ 
rying  it  out  the  same  as  the  production  plan. 

Next,  an  important  question  arising  in  having  science 
and  technology  rapidly  developed  is  that  of  giving  defi¬ 
nite  priority  to  scientific  research  work  and  getting  the 
achievement  timely  introduced  into  production. 

Modem  science,  because  of  perfoming  extraordinarily 
high-level  technological  engineering  functions  utterly 
unthinkable  in  the  past  period,  is  becoming  a  powerful 
source,  a  strong  driving  force  for  the  development  of 
production  and  technology.  Today  no  development  of 
any  kind  of  production  and  technology  can  be  achieved 
satisfactorily  without  giving  priority  to  scientific 
research  work. 

In  order  to  give  definite  priority  to  scientific  research 
work,  it  is  imperative  to  rationally  determine  the  con¬ 
tents  and  scope  of  the  scientific  research  work  based  on 
comprehensive  calculations  of  the  requirements  in  the 
development  of  production  and  technology.  Only  then 
will  it  be  possible  to  go  forward  rapidly  resolving  matters 
of  science  required  in  the  development  of  production 
and  technology  and  have  science  developed  at  a  speed 
higher  than  production  and  technology. 

What  is  especially  important  in  giving  priority  to  scien¬ 
tific  research  work  is  correctly  establishing  the  mutual 
relationship  between  basic  science  and  applied  science. 
The  development  of  applied  science  is  unthinkable 
without  the  development  of  basic  science,  and  basic 
science  serves  entirely  for  the  development  of  applied 
science.  Therefore,  only  if  priority  is  always  given  to 
basic  science  over  applied  science,  will  it  be  possible, 
with  the  application  of  new  scientific  knowledge,  to  step 
up  the  development  of  science  itself  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  applied  science. 

Achievements  scored  in  scientific  research  work  must  be 
timely  introduced  into  production  practice.  The 
improvement  of  scientific  and  technological  standards 
for  production  and  the  high  speed  of  production  devel¬ 
opment,  in  the  final  analysis,  depend  largely  on  how  fast 
the  achievements  in  scientific  research  are  introduced 
into  production  and  how  they  are  made  to  show  their 
worth.  Moreover,  under  today’s  conditions  that  the 
development  speed  of  science  and  technology  is  extraor¬ 
dinarily  high,  unless  the  achievements  in  scientific 


research  are  timely  introduced,  they  will  in  no  time 
become  outmoded  and  their  functional  effect  will  lessen 
or  disappear. 

In  order  to  rapidly  introduce  the  scientific  research 
achievements  into  production,  it  is  imperative,  so  as  to 
decisively  shorten  the  time  period  between  the  time 
research  achievements  are  suggested  for  introduction 
into  practice  and  the  time  the  actual  application  is  made, 
to  ceaselessly  conduct  the  work  of  each  stage  for  the 
introduction  and  at  the  same  time,  conduct  the  work  of 
related  links  in  parallel.  Tightening  the  linkages  of  sci¬ 
ence,  technology,and  production  on  the  principle  of 
strengthening  creative  cooperation  between  the  scien¬ 
tists,  technicians,  and  producers  constitutes  the  decisive 
condition  for  timely  introduction  of  the  scientific 
research  achievements  into  production.  All  branches  of 
the  people’s  economy,  energetically  launching  the  tech¬ 
nological  innovation  shock  brigade  movement  com¬ 
prising  the  scientists,  technicians,  and  production  inno¬ 
vators,  must  conduct  scientific  research  work  to  suit  the 
demands  of  production,  and  enhancing  the  concern  and 
sense  of  responsiblity  of  the  functionaries  toward  the 
introduction  of  research  achievements  into  production, 
shorten  the  introduction  period  to  the  utmost. 

Another  important  question  arising  in  having  science 
and  technology  rapidly  developed  is  that  of  ceaselessly 
improving  and  strengthening  the  work  of  insuring  the 
necessary  conditions. 

Having  science  and  technology  developed  requires  a  lot 
of  funds  and  material.  Unless  the  funds  and  material 
needed  in  scientific  research  work  are  satisfactorily 
insured  in  a  timely  manner,  it  is  impossible  to  score  a 
high  achievement  in  science  and  technology. 

The  funds  needed  in  the  development  of  science  and 
technology  must  be  insured  to  suit  the  policy-oriented 
demands  of  the  party  for  having  science  and  technology 
developed  with  priority  over  other  branches  of  the 
people’s  economy.  Only  by  so  doing  will  it  be  possible  to 
more  briskly  launch  and  increase  the  development  of 
science  and  technology  to  the  maximum. 

Along  with  the  funds  needed  in  the  development  of 
science  and  technology,  it  is  imperative  to  timely  insure 
various  kinds  of  facilities  and  materials  as  well.  No 
matter  how  much  importance  a  scientific  and  technolog¬ 
ical  research  project  has  in  the  people’s  economy,  unless 
the  necessary  material  are  satisfactorily  insured  for  it,  it 
will  become  impossible  either  to  complete  it  in  a  short 
time  or  to  timely  introduce  the  achievements  into  pro¬ 
duction.  Therefore,  it  is  imperative  to  thoroughly  imple¬ 
ment  the  demands  for  establishing  in  a  more  orderly 
manner  and  to  thoroughly  implement  the  demands  for 
establishing  in  a  more  orderly  manner  a  statewide  system 
for  insuring  the  necessary  conditions  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  science  and  technology  and  insuring  the  neces¬ 
sary  material  with  priority. 

To  strengthen  partywide,  statewide  guidance  is  a  definite 
guarantee  for  having  science  and  technology  rapidly 
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developed.  Only  by  strengthening  the  partywide,  state¬ 
wide  guidance  for  the  development  of  science  and  tech¬ 
nology  will  it  be  possible  to  have  science  and  technology 
developed  to  suit  the  policy-oriented  demands  of  the 
party,  and  correctly  organize  and  mobilize  the  scientists, 
technicians,  and  producer  masses  into  the  prosecution  of 
the  technological  revolution. 

The  basics  in  the  guidance  for  the  development  of 
science  and  technology  are  that  of  giving  priority  to 
political  work  and  properly  conducting  administrative 
work  for  science  and  technology.  When  with  strength¬ 
ened  political  work  the  scientists,  technicians,  and  pro¬ 
ducer  masses  are  made  to  correctly  understand  the 
party’s  policy  for  science  and  technology  and  the 
working  people  who  have  scored  achievements  in  the 
development  of  science  and  technology  are  commend- 
ably  evaluated,  it  will  be  possible  to  make  them  display 
all  their  enthusiasm  and  initiative  to  the  hilt  in  the 
scientific  research  work  and  the  technological  innova¬ 
tion  movement. 

To  plan,  coordinate,  and  conduct  the  administrative 
work  for  science  and  technology  arises  as  a  very  impor¬ 
tant  question  in  the  statewide  guidance  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  science  and  technology.  In  the  administrative 
work  for  science  and  technology,  it  is  imperative  to  put 
the  main  efforts  into  the  work  to  properly  formulate  the 
plan  for  the  development  of  science  and  technology, 
commendably  insure  the  necessary  conditions,  and 
timely  introduce  the  achievements  in  science  and  tech¬ 
nology  into  production. 

Directly  in  charge  of  the  development  of  the  nation’s 
science  and  technology  are  the  scientists  and  technicians. 
Today  our  party  is  expressing  the  great  expectations  it  has 
of  the  scientists  and  technicians,  and  calls  upon  them  to 
display  the  patriotic  sacrificial  spirit  and  creative  positive¬ 
ness  to  the  hilt  and  bring  about  a  decisive  turnaround  in 
the  development  of  science  and  technology.  Facing  the 
scientists  and  technicians  is  the  heavy  task  of  putting 
efforts  into  having  developed  major  scientific  branches 
such  as  the  electronic  engineering,  biology,  heat  engi¬ 
neering,  and  chemistry.  The  scientists  and  technicians, 
keeping  deeply  engraved  in  the  heart  their  sense  of  respon- 
siblity  before  the  party  and  the  revolution,  must  ceaselessly 
improve  their  qualifications,  and  broaden  the  eye  more  so 
that  they  can  swiftly  seize  upon  and  study  new  knowledge 
of  science  and  technology.

Let  Us  Provide  a  New  Turnaround  Opportunity 
for  National  Reconciliation  and  Solidarity

[Text]  The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  11-song,  in  his  New 
Year’s  address  for  the  coming  year  analyzing  and  sum¬ 
ming  up  the  just  proposals  put  forward  by  our  party  and 
government  of  the  republic  last  year  for  the  country’s 
peace  and  peaceful  reunification,  the  efforts  for  the 
realization,  and  the  stru^e  of  the  South  Korean  people 
to  realize  the  democratization  and  independentization 
of  society  and  attain  the  reunification  cause,  has  enun¬ 
ciated  an  epoch-making  national  salvation  guideline,  a 
North-South  Joint  Conference  proposal  capable  of  pro¬ 
viding  a  new  turnaround  opportunity  for  national  recon¬ 
ciliation  and  solidarity. 

The  proposal  enunciated  by  the  great  leader  Comrade 
Kim  Il-song  for  convening  a  North-South  Joint  confer¬ 
ence  with  the  participation,  in  addition  to  the  authori¬ 
ties,  of  representatives  of  all  strata  is  a  bright  beacon  and 
an  inspiring  banner  for  national  salvation  and  reunifica¬ 
tion  designed  to  open  the  gate  of  the  wall  tightly  closed 
for  a  long  time,  put  an  end  to  the  intense  animosity  and 
confrontation,  and  bring  the  tragedy  of  national  division 
to  an  end  at  the  earliest  possible  date  with  the  united 
strength  of  the  whole  nation  in  accordance  with  the 
3-point  principle  of  sovereignty,  peaceful  reunification, 
and  great  national  unity. 

At  present  all  of  our  party  members  and  working  people 
are  filled  to  overflowing  with  definite  faith  and  resolve  to 
thoroughly  embody  the  principled  stand  enunciated  by 
the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  relative  to  the 
reunification  question  and  realize  the  North-South  Joint 
Conference  proposal  at  an  early  date  so  as  to  turn  this 
year  into  a  historic  year  of  providing  a  new  turnaround 
opportinity  for  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity. 
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To  provide  a  new  turnaround  opportunity  for  national 
reconciliation  and  solidarity  today  is  a  pressing  dem^and 
arising  for  the  independent  peaceful  reunification  of  the 
country. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows. 

“In  the  present  period  what  is  urgently  required  for  the 
country’s  independent  peaceful  reunification  is  above  all 
for  the  North  and  South  to  hold  the  posture  and  stand 
mutually  intent  on  achieving  reconciliation  and  solidar¬ 
ity.”  (Book  “New  Year’s  Address”  1988,  p  10) 

Today  how  fast  the  country’s  reunification  cause  will  be 
hastened  will  depend  on  the  joint  efforts  of  the  people  ol 
the  North  and  South  who  are  in  direct  charge  of  solving 
this  question.  Put  another  way,  the  question  is  arising  ol 
the  North  and  South  together  holding  the  position  and 
stand  for  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity. 

That  the  North  and  South  should  hold  the  posture  and 
stand  mutually  intent  on  achieving  reconciliation  and 
solidarity  is  above  all  a  basic  demand  flowing  from  the 
intrinsic  nature  of  the  question  of  fatherland  reunifica¬ 
tion.  Our  country’s  reunification  quesuon  essentially  is 
the  question  of  taking  back  the  territory  and  people 
robbed  by  foreign  imperialists  and  realizing  national 
sovereign  rights  completely  on  a  nationwide  basis, 
the  same  time,  the  question  of  doing  away  with  the 
mistrust  and  confrontation  between  the  North  and  South 
and  achieving  national  solidarity.  Inasmuch  as  the 
fatherland  reunification  question  is  not  a  question  ot 
somebody  eating  up  somebody  else  or  getting  eaten  up 
by  somebody  else  but  a  question  of  rejoining  the  ternton' 
and  people  temporarily  divided  by  foreign  forces,  if  the 
country’s  independent  peaceful  reunification  is  to  be 
achieved,  it  is  imperative  to  not  oppose  the  compatriots 
but  put  an  end  to  foreign  forced  domination  and  inter¬ 
ference;  not  persist  in  animosity  and  confrontation, 
absolutizing  ideology  and  system  but  mutually  achieve 
reconciliation  and  solidarity,  transcending  them.  For  the 
Korean  people,  a  homogeneous  people  of  one  blood  who 
have  lived  in  one  territory  harmoniously  for  millennia,  it 
is  only  natural  to  reconcile  and  solidarize.  The  posture  of 
animosity  and  confrontation  is  a  problem  in  the  re  a- 
tions  between  hostile  states  pursuing  domination  and 
enslavement;  and  as  such,  it  cannot  exist  between  com¬ 
patriots.  Of  course,  it  is  a  fact  the  different  ideologies 
and  systems  have  existed  in  the  North  and  South  for  a 
long  time.  But  it  cannot  be  the  ground  that  prevents  one 
and  the  same  people  from  mutually  achieving  reconcili¬ 
ation  and  solidarity.  If,  for  the  sake  of  the  common 
interests  of  the  poeple,  both  sides  put  aside  the  difler- 
ences  for  now  and  give  priority  to  the  national  interests, 
the  North  and  South  will  be  quite  capable  of  achieving 
reconciliation  and  solidarity.  Each  and  every  one  who 
desires  the  country’s  reunification  must  all  place  the 


national  interests  in  the  first  and  foremost  place  regard¬ 
less  of  his  beliefs  and  advocacy  or  his  party  affiliation 
and  go  forard  striving  for  national  reconciliation  and 
solidarity. 

Next  that  the  North  and  South  should  hold  the  posture 
and  stand  mutually  intent  on  achieving  reconciliation 
and  solidarity  arises  from  the  summation  of  North- 
South  dialogue’s  historical  experience  that  in  the  past  a 
dialogue  was  held  but  there  was  no  progress  that  tol- 
lowed,  that  there  was  agreement  but  there  was  no 
progress  that  followed.  Up  to  now  from  the  counti^- 
loving,  people-loving  stand  intent  on  expediting  the 
country’s  reunification  cause,  we  repeatedly  put  forward 
rational,  realistic  proposals  for  improving  the  relations 
between  the  North  and  South  and  reunifying  the 
country,  and  have  made  sincere  efforts  for  the  realiza¬ 
tion  That  in  the  autumn  of  1984  enormous  quantities  ot 
relief  goods  laden  with  overflowing  warm  compatnotic 
love  were  delivered  to  the  South  Korean  flood  victims 
constitutes  a  clear  expression  of  the  patient  efforts  our 
party  and  government  of  the  republic  had  been  rnaking 
in  order  to  provide  for  national  reconciliation  and  soli¬ 
darity.  In  order  to  arrange  for  a  dialogue  atmosphere  and 
provide  for  a  situation  favorable  to  the  country’s  peace 
and  peaceful  reunification,  we  adopted  the  decision  to 
unilaterally  stop  military  maneuvers  and  in  1986,  reas¬ 
signed  150,000  troops  from  positions  and  posts  from  the 
foremost  area  to  grand  socialist  construction  sites,  and 
on  the  heels  of  it  took  the  bold  step  last  year  to  reduce  the 
forces  by  100,000.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  had  the  other  side, 
responding  in  a  like  manner  to  our  sincere  efforts,  taken 
a  commensurate  affirmative  action,  today  the  North- 
South  relations  would  have  improved  and  the  situation 
in  the  Korean  peninsula  would  have  turned  favorable  to 
the  country’s  reunification  cause.  But  as  the  South 
Korean  authorities,  calling  our  efforts  for  dialogue  and 
peaceful  reunification  “sham  peace  offensives  and 
“communization  strategy”  and  coming  out  together  with 
the  United  States  to  pursue  a  policy  of  confrontation  and 
division  the  North-South  dialogue  which  had  been 
arranged  with  great  difficulty  was  interrupted  and  has 
yet  to  be  resumed. 

Reality  shows  that  if  one  pursues  confrontation  and 
division,  carrying  a  dagger  in  one’s  bosom,  it  will  be 
impossible  to  hold  a  North-South  dialogue  itself,  need¬ 
less  to  say,  and  if  one  is  bent  on  determining  victory  or 
defeat  with  strength,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  solve  the 
question  of  reunification,  the  greatest  national  desire, 
not  ever.  This  demonstrates  positively  that  if  fatherland 
reunification  is  to  be  achieved  peacefully  through  dia¬ 
logue  between  the  North  and  South,  it  is  imperative  that 
the  North  and  South  should  hold,  to  begin  with,  the 
posture  to  nationally  reconcile  and  solidarize  and  go 
forward  joining  forces  for  reunification. 

It  is  also  the  demand  of  the  prevailing  tense  situatmn  to 
have  to  hold  the  posture  and  stand  intent  on  achieving 
national  reconcilication  and  solidarity. 
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The  grave  situation  prevailing  in  the  country  urgently 
calls  upon  the  North  and  South  to  mutually  reconcile 
and  solidarize  for  the  sake  of  the  country’s  peace  and 
peaceful  reunification  and  formulate  common  national 
salvation  measures.  At  present  our  country  is  at  a  crucial 
crossroads  of  peace  or  war.  The  intense  state  of  military 
confrontation  long  continuing  between  the  North  and 
South  amid  enormous  armed  forces  concentrated  on 
either  side  of  the  military  demarcation  line  is  infinitely 
fostering  a  feeling  of  mistrust  and  hostility  for  both  sides, 
and  this  has  been  piled  layer  upon  layer  into  the  present 
creating  such  an  extremely  dangerous  situation  that  any 
chance  incident,  however  small,  could  make  the  whole 
country  swept  up  in  the  flame  of  war.  Into  South  Korea 
where  more  than  1,000  nuclear  weapons  have  been 
deployed,  various  means  of  nuclear  delivery  such  as 
“Lance”  missiles  are  now  being  thrown  in  one  after 
another  and  large-scale  nuclear  storages  are  being  built 
anew;  thus  our  country  has  come  to  sit  literally  on  a 
dangerous  magazine  that  may  explode  at  any  moment. 
The  South  Korean  authorities,  together  with  the  United 
States,  are  strengthening  the  provocative  joint  war  exer¬ 
cises  “Team  Spirit”  with  a  view  to  completing  the 
nuclear  war  preparations,  and  in  the  air,  land,  and  sea 
are  perpetrating  without  interruption  the  war  exercises 
aimed  at  putting  the  plan  for  their  war  of  aggression  into 
action.  The  South  Korean  authorities  are  making  the 
situation  the  worse,  the  more  the  South  Korean  internal 
situation  gets  complex.  Moreover,  what  one  could  not 
but  pay  attention  to  is  that  the  South  Korean  authorities 
together  with  the  United  States  are  coming  out  to  further 
intensify  the  North-South  confrontation  racket,  talking 
about  “successfully  insuring”  the  Olympics.  The  U.S. 
and  South  Korean  warmongers  have  agreed  to  take  new 
military  measures  this  year  as  the  Olympic  Games 
approach,  such  as  the  rapid  deployment  of  U.S.  Armed 
Forces  in  South  Korea,  the  establishment  of  an  air 
warning  system,  the  extensive  stockpiling  of  fresh 
ammunition,  the  constant  deployment  of  the  U.S. 
Pacific  Fleet  in  South  Korean  waters,  and  the  strength¬ 
ening  of  “Team  Spirit”  joint  military  exercises;  and  the 
“special  military  aid”  measurers  of  the  United  States  are 
being  pushed  openly.  This  is  a  perilous  state  of  affairs 
that  can  be  seen  only  on  the  eve  of  a  war.  Whether 
viewed  from  the  internal  situation  of  South  Korea  or  the 
North-South  relations,  the  year  1988  will  be  the  most 
intense,  complex  period  in  the  Korean  peninsula. 
Having  said  that,  it  is  no  accident  by  any  means  that  at 
present  the  world  is  expressing  a  deep  concern.  If  today’s 
intense  state  of  confrontation  is  allowed  to  continue,  it 
will  be  unavoidable  that  the  mistrust  between  the  North 
and  South  will  grow  bigger  day  by  day,  the  tension  will  be 
intensified  further,  and  in  the  end,  even  another  war  will 
break  out  in  Korea.  This  is  a  state  of  affairs  no  one  can 
afford  to  look  on  with  folded  arms.  To  intensify  the 
animosity  and  confrontation  between  the  North  and 
South  and  sustain  the  division  will  merely  provide 
“fishing  in  troubled  waters”  for  the  foreign  forces 
standing  in  the  way  of  reunification  dialogue  and 
pushing  the  perpetual  division  of  the  people  and  the 
creation  of  “two  Koreas.”  In  order  to  defend  the  national 


interests,  saying  good-bye  to  the  ignominious  history  of 
40  years  of  untold  national  misfortune  and  suffering  on 
account  of  confrontation  and  division,  it  is  imperative 
that  the  compatriots,  instead  of  vying  with  each  other 
not  to  yield,  should  go  forward  reconciled  and  solidar- 
ized  along  the  road  to  reunification.  This  is  the  unitary 
road  of  working  out  our  people’s  destiny  on  our  own. 

Reflecting  precisely  such  demand,  the  great  leader  Com¬ 
rade  Kim  Il-song  in  his  New  Year’s  address  for  the 
coming  year  has  set  it  forth  as  a  minimum  principled 
requirement  in  solving  the  question  of  dialogue  and 
reunification  between  the  North  and  South  to  strive  for 
national  reconciliation  and  solidarity  and  ease  the  state 
of  tension. 

And  the  great  leader  has  made  it  clear  that  if  such  stand 
is  truthfully  shown  he  will  meet  South  Korean  people  of 
all  strata  and  personalities  of  political  parties  and  orga¬ 
nizations  and  the  opposition,  needless  to  say,  and  even 
those  in  power,  so  long  as  it  does  not  run  counter  to  the 
will  of  the  people,  and  hold  dialogue  any  time,  and 
meeting  all  people  individually  or  collectively,  exchange 
opinions  with  an  open  mind. 

The  guideline  enunciated  by  the  great  leader  Comrade 
Kim  Il-song  that  once  the  North  and  South  hold  the 
stand  intent  on  living  peacefully,  mutually  reconciled 
and  solidarized,  he  would  meet  anyone  and  hold  reuni¬ 
fication  dialogue  constitutes  one  that  has  epoch-making 
importance  in  providing  a  new  turnaround  opportunity 
for  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity,  improving  the 
abnormal  North-South  relations  in  which  today  the 
tightly  closed  state  continues  and  the  state  of  confronta¬ 
tion  is  reaching  the  extreme.

In  realizing  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity 
between  the  North  and  South  there  can  be  various  kinds 
of  methods.  Among  the  various  methods  the  most 
rational  one  in  the  present  period  is  that  of  realizing  the 
proposal  for  convening  a  North-South  joint  conference. 

The  proposal  for  convening  a  North-South  joint  confer¬ 
ence  with  the  participation  of  representatives  of  political 
parties  and  social  organizations  including  the  authorities 
of  the  North  and  South  as  well  as  personalities  of  all 
strata  is  a  very  correct  national  salvation  proposal  that 
can  strive  for  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity  and 
ease  the  state  of  tension  between  the  North  and  South  in 
the  present  period  and  ulimately  open  up  an  epoch- 
making  situation  in  arranging  preconditions  for  peaceful 
reunification. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

“Arrange  the  North-South  Joint  Conference,  and  it  will 
be  possible  to  smash  the  tightly  closed  state  between  the 
North  and  South  and  open  up  a  new, situation  in  has¬ 
tening  the  country’s  peace  and  peaceful  reunification.” 
(Ibid.,  p  12) 
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The  proposal  for  convening  a  North-South  Joint  Confer¬ 
ence  is  a  most  realistic  national  salvation  proposal  to 
solve  the  burning  questions  arising  between  the  North 
and  South  today  and  go  forward  scoring  a  breakthrough 
for  peace  and  peaceful  reunification. 

Pressing  questions  that  have  to  be  solved  between  the 
North  and  South  in  the  present  period  range  from 
stopping  large-scale  military  exercises  such  as  the  ‘  Team 
Spirit”  joint  military  exercises  to  arranging  a  multina¬ 
tional  arms  reduction  conference  to  holding  the  XXIV 
Olympiad  jointly  by  the  North  and  South  to  easing 
mutual  slander  and  vilification.  The  answers  will  be 
untangling  the  tangled  web  currently  standing  in  the  way 
of  providing  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity.  To 
comment  only  on  the  “Team  Spirit”  joint  miltary  exer¬ 
cises,  premised  on  nuclear  attack,  this  is  a  dangerous 
factor  fostering  disharmony  and  confrontation  within 
the  nation  and  it  is  taking  the  situation  in  the  Korean 
peninsula  to  the  brink  of  war.  Every  time  the  “Team 
Spirit”  joint  miltary  exercises  are  held  in  South  Korea 
the  Korean  peninsula  goes  on  a  quasi  war  footing  in  a 
touch-and-go  situation  that  war  may  break  out  at  any 
moment. 

This  bespeaks  well  the  fact  that  the  ceasing  of  large-scale 
military  exercises  such  as  the  “Team  Spirit”  joint  mili¬ 
tary  exercises  is  indeed  a  question  that  has  to  be  solved 
with  priority  for  reconciliation  and  solidarity  between 
the  North  and  South. 

Under  conditions  that  reduction  in  arms  is  not  realized, 
an  atmosphere  for  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity 
cannot  be  created  nor  can  the  factor  in  armed  clashes  be 
removed  radically  in  our  country.  If  the  North  and  South 
are  to  live  in  peace  achieving  reconciliation  and  soli¬ 
darity  instead  of  mutual  mistrust  and  confrontation, 
both  sides  must  come  to  arms  reduction  talks  aimed  at  a 
drastic  reduction  in  arms.  If  the  multinational  arms 
reduction  conference  which  we  have  earlier  enunciated 
is  held  and  smooth  progress  made,  the  armed  forces  of 
the  North  and  South  will  be  reduced  to  a  level  below 
100,000,  foreign  troops  will  also  come  to  disappear,  the 
Korean  peninsula  will  become  a  buffer  zone,  a  nuclear- 
free  peace  zone  posing  no  danger  to  anyone  with  neither 
northward  invasion  nor  southward  invasion,  and  in  our 
country  a  new  situation  of  relaxation  and  peace  will 
come  to  prevail. 

In  the  present  period  one  of  the  intense  questions  arising 
between  the  North  and  South  is  the  question  of  the 
XXIV  Olympiad.  The  Olympic  Games  representing  an 
international  athletic  festival  of  peace,  friendship,  and 
unity  are  being  misused  in  our  divided  country  to  foster 
confrontation  and  create  “two  Koreas.”  Under  such 
conditions,  taking  the  crucial  initiative  for  the  North  and 
South  to  jointly  sponsor  the  XXIV  Olympiad,  we  are 
exerting  every  sincere  effort  for  the  realization.  In  its 
statement  dated  12  January  this  year  the  Olympic  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Democratic  People’s  Republic  of  Korea 
clarified  its  stand  that  it  would  not  participate  in  the 
XXIV  Olympiad  to  be  sponsored  unilaterally  by  South 


Korea  and  that  regardless  of  the  closing  date  for  the 
application  of  participation  in  the  Olympic  games,  it 
would  strive  for  a  joint  sponsorship.  This  is  entirely 
correct.  Today  the  South  Korean  people  of  all  strata  are 
also  raising  their  voice  for  the  realization  of  a  joint 
sponsorship,  opposing  the  use  of  the  XXIV  Olympiad 
for  the  confrontation  between  the  North  and  South  and 
the  creation  of  “two  Koreas.”  If  without  solving  this 
urgent  question  the  unilateral  sponsorship  of  the 
Olympic  Games  is  enforced,  it  will  turn  the  confronta¬ 
tion  between  the  North  and  South  more  intense  and 
create  an  ever  more  grave  barrier  to  the  reunification 
cause. 

Slander  and  vilification  fostering  the  feelings  of  mistrust 
and  hostility  within  the  people  are  one  of  the  priority 
questions  that  has  to  be  solved  quickly.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  slander  and  vilification  going  on  at  present  have 
gone  beyond  the  bounds  of  a  simple  slander  propaganda 
and  are  reaching  an  unbearable  level  to  look  upon 
compatriots  as  the  enemy  and  viciously  vilifying  and 
attacking  the  other  side,  fabricating  fictitious  strat- 
agemic  incidents  of  various  kinds. 

As  all  facts  show,  these  questions  are  the  most  pressing 
ones  that  cannot  be  put  off  any  longer,  a  minimum  of 
questions  that  must  necessarily  be  solved  for  national 
solidarity  and  the  relaxation  of  tension  between  the 
North  and  South.  If,  as  enunciated  by  the  great  leader 
Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  the  North-South  joint  conference 
is  held  and  such  burning  questions  get  to  be  solved 
successfully,  there  will  come  to  be  provided  a  new 
turnaround  opportunity  without  a  doubt  for  reconcilia¬ 
tion  and  solidarity  in  this  land. 

Next,  the  North-South  Joint  Conference  proposal  clari¬ 
fied  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  in  his  New 
Year’s  Address  enunciates  a  most  precise  method  which 
makes  it  possible  for  the  North  and  South  to  join  forces 
in  solving  the  intense  questions  requiring  immediate 
attention. 

To  comment  on  the  immediate  questions  which  have  to 
be  quickly  solved  in  the  present  period  for  striving  for 
North-South  reconciliation  and  solidarity  and  for  relax¬ 
ation  of  the  state  of  tension,  they  are  all  of  them 
questions  that  relate  to  national  interests  and  have  to  be 
solved  to  suit  the  will  of  all  compatriots.  That  such 
intense,  crucial  questions  cannot  be  solved  by  face- 
to-face  discussions  of  a  few  specific  people  within 
narrow  confines  is  a  historical  sum  total  and  priceless 
lesson  left  behind  by  the  dialogues  in  the  past  period. 
This  is  not  only  a  lesson  of  the  past  period  but  also  the 
strong  demand  of  an  absolute  majority  of  the  South 
Korean  people  today.  Lately  in  South  Korea  the  conten¬ 
tion  that  in  the  solution  to  the  reunification  question  the 
masses  must  become  chuchesized  is  widely  coming  to  the 
fore,  and  the  demand  of  the  people  of  all  strata  intent  on 
directly  participating  in  the  solution  to  the  reunification 
question  is  also  reising  day  by  day.  Moreover,  the  results 
of  the  “presidential  election”  held  in  South  Korea  last 
December  show  that  those  in  power  absolutely  cannot 
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speak  for  an  absolute  majority  of  the  people.  Such  a  fact 
eloquently  demonstrates  that  such  a  crucial  question  as 
improving  North-South  relations  and  bearing  on  the  fate 
of  the  whole  nation  can  be  solved  successfully  not 
through  discussion  by  a  specific  political  party  or 
stratum  but  only  through  a  North-South  joint  conference 
in  which  personalities  of  all  parties,  all  factions,  all  strata 
widely  participate. 

Again,  the  proposal  for  convening  the  North-South  joint 
conference  clarified  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim 
Il-song  is  an  epoch-making  one  to  turn  the  year  1 988  into 
a  histone  year  of  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity 
by  solving  several  immmediate  questions  between  the 
North  and  South  in  the  coming  year. 

It  is  seen  that  1988  will  be  a  tense,  complex  year  more 
than  ever  before,  whether  viewed  from  the  internal 
circumstances  of  South  Korea  or  from  the  situation  in 
the  Korean  peninsula.  This  is  the  conception  of  an 
absolute  majority  of  the  people,  the  youth  and  students, 
in  South  Korea,  and  of  no  small  number  of  the  world 
people  concerned  with  Korea’s  peace  and  peaceful  reuni¬ 
fication,  and  is  a  reasonable  concern  reflecting  the  objec¬ 
tive  realities  as  well.  As  a  matter  of  reality,  at  present  in 
South  Korea  a  fierce  confrontation  is  under  way  between 
the  broad  patriotic  democratic  forces  of  all  strata  such  as 
the  workers,  peasants,  the  youth  and  students,  on  the  one 
hand,  and  an  extreme  minority  of  the  traitorous,  splittist 
military  fascist  forces,  and  this  is  becoming  more  intense 
with  each  passing  day.  The  patriotic  democratic  forces 
such  as  the  youth  and  students,  who  have  grown  up  into 
a  powerful  fighting  force  that  no  one  can  ignore,  during 
the  heroic  struggle  from  last  year’s  opposition  to  the 
fascist  “13  April  measure,”  the  June  popular  resistance, 
the  July-September  struggle  of  the  workers,  and  the 
December  struggle  to  put  an  end  to  the  military  govern¬ 
ment  are  steadying  their  hard  resolve  to  stop  at  nothing 
until  putting  an  end  at  all  costs  to  the  U.S.  imperialist 
colonial  rule  and  military  government  in  south  Korea.  If 
the  South  Korean  people  of  all  strata  such  as  the  youth 
and  students  once  again  rise  up  in  popular  resistance, 
all-out  confrontation  will  occur  in  South  Korea  between 
the  democratic  forces  and  the  military  fascist  forces;  and 
if,  as  a  result.  South  Korea’s  internal  situation  is  thrown 
into  uncontrollable  confustion  and  a  deeply  felt  crisis 
comes  to  confront  the  U.S.  colonial  rule  and  miltary 
dictatorship,  no  one  can  tell  what  fruitless  acts  the 
military  hawks  will  recklessly  perpetrate.  Moreover, 
what  cannot  be  overlooked  is  that  once  the  North  and 
South  succeed  in  jointly  sponsoring  the  XXIV  Olym¬ 
piad,  it  is  possible  to  bring  about  a  ground  swell  for 
achieving  genuine  reconciliation  and  solidarity  between 
the  North  and  South;  otherwise  the  North-South  ani¬ 
mosity  and  confrontation  will  become  more  intense.  The 
U.S.  and  South  Korean  authorities  already  from  long  ago 
have  been  extensively  ranting  about  the  fictitious 
“southward  invasion  with  the  Olympiad  as  an  opportu¬ 
nity”  and  that  they  would  “punish”  the  perpetrators  and 
“retaliate”;  this  in  itself  cannot  be  viewed  other  than  as 
playing  with  fire  while  laying  the  responsibility  at  our 


door  in  the  event  a  crisis  is  created  for  forcibly  carrying 
out  the  XXIV  Olympiad  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the 
people  at  home  and  abroad.  Indeed,  this  year,  1988,  will 
be  a  watershed  year  of  turning  around  and  taking  to  the 
road  of  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity  or  utter 
confrontation  to  be  followed  by  an  irretrievable  state  of 
misfortune. 

The  proposal  for  convening  the  North-South  joint  con¬ 
ference  clarified  by  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il- 
song  constitutes  the  most  timely,  valid  national  salvation 
measure  in  turning  the  coming  year  into  a  historic  year 
providing  a  new  turnaround  opportunity  for  national 
reconciliation  and  solidarity. 

If  the  North-South  joint  conference  is  held  and  immme¬ 
diate  questions  such  as  the  question  of  ceasing  large-scale 
milita^  exercises  are  discussed  and  solved  at  the  confer¬ 
ence,  it  will  be  possible  to  remove  the  danger  of  war 
heavily  hanging  over  us,  eliminate  the  factor  in  nuclear 
war  bringing  nuclear  holocaust  to  the  people,  and  get  a 
definite  precondition  created  for  lasting  peace.  Again,  if 
the  North-South  joint  conference  is  held  and  successfully 
conducted,  the  North-South  relations  frozen  solidly  in 
animosity  and  confrontation  will  thaw  like  old  snow 
melting  in  the  spring,  the  interrupted  multi-track  talks 
can  be  resumed,  the  road  to  many-sided  collaboration 
and  exchanges  will  also  come  to  be  opened,  and  a  new 
page  of  history  will  be  written  in  genuine  reconciliation 
and  solidarity.  Should  this  come  to  pass,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  there  will  also  be  created  a  situation  favorable 
to  solving  the  question  of  the  founding  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Confederal  Republic  of  Koryo  as  the  most  rational 
method  for  the  independent  peaceful  reunification  of  the 
fatherland. 

At  present  the  overall  international  situation  is  showing 
signs  of  relaxation  and  from  among  the  broad  peoples  of 
the  world  is  energetically  ringing  out  the  voice  of  sup¬ 
porting  our  country’s  peace  and  peaceful  reunification. 
The  guideline  for  convening  the  North-South  joint  con¬ 
ference  and  providing  a  new  turnaround  opportunity  for 
national  reconciliation  and  solidarity  between  the  North 
and  South  is  altogether  in  accord  with  the  stream  of  the 
times  and  wishes  of  the  world  people. 

Truly,  this  guideline  and  this  proposal  set  forth  to 
provide  a  new  turnaround  opportunity  for  national 
reconciliation  and  solidarity  are  very  significant  propo¬ 
sitions  which  have  started  from  the  firm  independent 
stand  that  the  Korean  people  must  on  their  own  respon¬ 
sibility  solve  the  question  of  fatherland  reunification  and 
from  the  creative  stand  that  they  must  go  forward  to 
solve  this  question  to  suit  the  specific  conditions  of  the 
country  and  the  common  national  interests,  and  as  such, 
constitute  epoch-making  national  salvation  measures 
that  can  only  be  put  forward  by  the  great  leader  Comrade 
Kim  Il-song,  the  sun  of  the  nation,  the  salvation  star  of 
fatherland  reunification,  who,  shouldering  the  fate  of  the 
nation  upon  himself,  has  early  on  clearly  illuminated  the 
road  ahead  for  national  salvation  by  reunification  and 
national  prosperity  based  on  the  chuche  ideology,  and 
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with  matchless  leadership  power,  magnanimity,  and 
broad-mindedness  is  leading  our  people  along  the  one 
road  of  reunification.

Today  all  of  the  Korean  people  of  the  North  and  South 
and  overseas  are  faced  with  the  crucial  task  that  they 
must  provide  a  new  turnaround  opportunity  for  national 
reconciliation  and  solidarity  by  thoroughly  imple- 
menting  and  embodying  the  fatherland  reunification 
guidelines  and  proposals  that  the  great  leader  Comrade 
Kim  11-song  has  set  forth  in  his  New  Year  s  Address. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

“For  the  sake  of  the  independent  peaceful  reunification 
of  the  fatherland,  all  Koreans,  be  they  in  the  North, 
South,  or  overseas,  must  vigorously  launch  in  unison 
into  attaining  the  sacred  national  cause.”

This  year  marks  the  40th  anniversary  of  the  historic 
April  Joint  Conference,  a  conference  which  the  great 
leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  proposed  to  convene  with 
the  participation  of  representatives  of  political  parties 
and  social  organization  of  the  North  and  South  m  1948 
when  the  territory  and  the  people  had  been  faced  with 
the  crisis  of  perpetual  division  on  account  of  the  mach¬ 
inations  for  unilateral  election  and  unilateral  govern¬ 
ment  becoming  naked  in  South  Korea,  and  at  the  con¬ 
ference  he  had  clearly  shown  the  method  for  national 
salvation  by  reunification. 

All  of  the  people,  be  they  in  the  North,  South,  or 
overseas,  shall  positively  participate  in  making  this 
meaningful  year  shine  as  a  historic  year  of  providing  a 
new  opportunity  for  national  reconciliation  and  soli¬ 
darity  by  having  the  North-South  Joint  Conference  held 
as  clarified  by  the  respected  and  beloved  leader  Comrade 
Kim  Il-song  and  by  discussing  and  solving  pressing 
questions  between  the  North  and  South. 

As  on  account  of  continuing  division  and  confrontation 
national  misfortune  is  becoming  no  longer  bearable  and 
the  ardent  desire  of  all  compatriots  for  fatherland  reuni¬ 
fication  is  becoming  more  urgent,  now  is  the  time  indeed 
for  the  North  and  South  to  join  forces  under  the  banner 
of  reconciliation  and  solidarity. 

The  DPRK  Central  People’s  Committee  and  Adminis¬ 
tration  Council,  political  parties  and  social  organiza¬ 
tions,  holding  a  united  conference  in  Pyongyang  on  13 
January  from  a  lofty  sense  of  mission  to  have  to  provide 
a  new  turnaround  opportunity  for  national  reconcilia¬ 
tion  and  solidarity  by  hook  or  by  crook,  discussed 
practical  measures  to  realize  at  an  early  date  the  proposal 
for  convening  the  North-South  joint  conference.  At  this 
conference  we  formed  the  North  preparatory  committee 
for  the  North-South  joint  conference,  and  adopted  a 
letter  addressed  to  the  South  Korean  authorities,  polit¬ 
ical  parties,  social  organizations,  and  personalities  of  all 
strata.  Our  letter  containing  concrete  proposals  relative 


to  the  convocation  of  the  North-South  joint  conference 
was  delivered  to  the  South  Korean  side. 

Our  party  and  government  of  the  republic  are  exerting 
every  sincere  effort  to  realize  the  North-South  joint 
conference  proposal. 

At  present  the  domestic  and  foreign  eyes  and  ears  are 
directed  toward  how  the  North-South  joint  conference 
proposal  aiming  for  opening  up  a  new  turnaround  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity  between 
the  North  and  South  will  be  realized. 

The  attitude  toward  the  proposal  for  convening  the 
North-South  joint  conference  constitutes  the  touchstone 
that  distinguishes  the  stand  on  patriotism  and  treason, 
peace  and  war,  reunification  and  division.  For  anyone 
genuinely  desirous  of  national  reconciliation  and  soli¬ 
darity  and  of  the  country’s  peace  and  peaceful  reunifica¬ 
tion,  there  could  be  no  excuse,  no  alibi  of  any  kind  for 
hesitating  and  not  acceding  to  this  historic  proposal 
containing  lofty  county-loving,  people-loving  intent. 

Representatives  of  South  Korean  political  parties  and 
social  organizations  and  personalities  of  all  strata, 
coming  forward  forthwith  in  response  to  our  patriotic, 
peace-and-reunification-oriented  proposal  for  convening 
the  North-South  joint  conference,  must  join  forces  in 
realizing  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity  and  has¬ 
tening  the  country’s  reunification  cause.  The  South 
Korean  authorities,  too,  must  give  up  their  antidialogue, 
antireunification,  antipeace  posture  and  stand,  and  must 
show  an  affirmative  response  to  our  broad  proposal  for 
convening  the  North-South  joint  conference  embodying 
the  collective  will  of  the  whole  nation. 

In  order  to  basically  solve  the  question  or  our  country’s 
peace  and  reunification,  it  is  also  incumbent  on  the 
United  States  to  acquit  itself  fully  of  its  duty.  That  the 
United  States,  evading  talks  with  us,  is  coming  out  to 
build  up  aggressive  armed  forces  in  south  Korea  and 
intensify  war  racket  is  anachronistic  and  runs  altogether 
counter  to  the  world  peace  cause,  let  alone  the  peace  in 
the  Korean  peninsula.  Under  conditions  that  we  do  not 
have  nuclear  weapons,  there  is  no  justification  for  the 
United  States  to  bring  nuclear  weapons  into  South 
Korea;  and  if  said  weapons  are  aimed  at  other  socialist 
countries,  they  there  could  be  not  reason  whatever  for 
maintaining  the  nuclear  weapons  it  has  brought  into 
South  Korea  today  when  it  has  concluded  with  the  Soviet 
Union  the  treaty  for  reduction  in  nuclear  weapons.  The 
United  States  must  conclude  with  us  a  peace  treaty  and 
withdraw  nuclear  weapons  and  all  aggressive  armed 
forces  from  South  Korea,  and  must  not  do  such  things  as 
aggravating  the  situation  in  the  Korean  peninsula  and 
obstructing  national  reconciliation  and  solidarity 
between  the  North  and  South. 

Today  whether  or  not  a  new  turnaround  opportunity  for 
the  independent  peaceful  reunification  of  the  fatherland 
can  be  provided  depends  importantly  on  how  the  South 
Korean  people  will  struggle.  The  South  Korean  People 
must  not  repeat  the  heartrending  lesson  that  although 
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they  had  fought  courageously  under  the  harsh  military 
fascist  dictatorship,  they  had  not  reaped  the  deserved 
fruits;  and  they  should  go  forward  more  valiantly 
launching  the  struggle  for  sovereignty,  democracy,  and 
reunification  in  order  to  work  out  their  destiny  solely  by 
their  own  united  struggle. 

Korea’s  peace  is  directly  connected  with  world  peace.  To 
dissolve  the  intense  state  of  confrontation  between  the 
North  and  South  and  prevent  the  danger  of  war  precisely 
constitutes  defending  the  peace  in  Asia  and  the  world. 
We  are  confident  that  the  governments,  political  parties, 
organizations,  and  people  of  all  strata  of  all  countries  in 
the  world  desirous  of  peace  and  progress  will  come  out  to 
cooperate  in  every  way  in  the  early  realization  of  the 
North-South  joint  conference  that  will  be  opening  up  a 
new  situation  favorable  to  striving  for  national  reconcil¬ 
iation  and  solidarity  between  the  North  and  South  and 
relaxing  the  state  of  tension. 

If  all  Korean  compatriots  in  the  North,  South,  and 
overseas  thirsting  for  national  reconciliation,  go  forward 
energetically  launching  the  struggle  united  as  one  for  the 
country’s  peace  and  peaceful  reunification,  the  splittists 
and  warmongers  within  and  without  will  come  to  lose 
heart,  our  just  proposals  relative  to  North-South  dia¬ 
logue  and  reunification  question  will  come  to  be  real¬ 
ized,  and  the  independent  peaceful  reunification  of  the 
fatherland,  the  long-cherished  supreme  national  desire, 
will  come  to  be  hastened  further. 

Our  people  going  forward  staunchly  fighting  solidly 
united  around  the  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  and 
the  dear  Comrade  Kim  Chong-il  shall  without  fail  break 
through  all  the  obstacles  and  barriers  standing  in  the  way 
of  opening  up  a  new  turnaround  opportunity  for  national 
reconciliation  and  solidarity,  and  shall  stop  at  nothing 
until  attaining  at  all  costs  the  historic  cause  of  fatherland 
reunification  with  the  united  strength  of  all  compatriots.

Company  published  “M.  S.  Gorbachev  Collected 
Papers,”  a  collection  of  papers  by  Comrade  Mikhail 
Sergeyivich  Gorbachev,  General  Secretary  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  Communist  Party  of  the  Soviet  Union, 
on  the  occasion  of  the  70th  anniversary  of  the  Great 
October  Socialist  Revolution. 


Contained  in  the  collection  are  a  series  of  papers  the 
author  wrote  and  published  between  1985  and  1987. 
Reflected  in  the  collection  are  the  CPSU  domestic  and 
foreign  policies  to  implement  the  decision  of  the  27th 
Congress  of  the  CPSU,  realize  nuclear  disarmament  on  a 
worldwide  scale  and  insure  peace  and  security. 

The  papers  contained  in  the  collection  importantly  com¬ 
ment  on  the  world  peace  and  security  being  gravely 
threated  today  by  the  imperialists  and  on  the  positive 
efforts  of  the  CPSU  and  the  Soviet  government  to  realize 
nuclear  disarmament  and  defend  the  world  peace  and 
security. 

The  author  has  directed  his  deep  attention  to  the  factual 
instances  of  the  international  state  of  tension  being 
aggravated  daily  in  the  present  period. 

Today  the  imperialists  are  further  spurring  militariza¬ 
tion  of  the  economy,  and  are  mad  over  arms  expansion 
and  arms  race  more  than  ever  before.  In  particular,  the 
U.S.  imperialists  are  not  only  stepping  up  the  test, 
production,  and  deployment  of  nuclear  weapons,  but 
even  as  they  push  the  adventurous  “Star  Wars”  plan, 
they  are  making  frantic  efforts  for  thermonuclear  war 
preparations.  Thus  at  present  on  the  globe  are  piled  up 
mountains  of  nuclear  weapons,  and  this  is  gravely  threat¬ 
ening  the  survival  of  mankind. 

The  state  of  affairs  shows  that  all  the  peace-loving 
peoples  of  the  world  must  direct  deserved  attention  to 
saving  the  earth  and  mankind  from  the  daily  growing 
danger  of  nuclear  war  by  realizing  nuclear  disarmament 
and  positively  strive  to  insure  the  world  peace  and 
security. 

The  author  emphasized  that  precisely  from  such 
demands  the  Soviet  Union’s  Communist  Party,  govern¬ 
ment,  and  people,  presenting  it  as  the  most  important 
policy-oriented  task  arising  before  them  to  realize 
nuclear  disarmament  and  defend  the  world  peace  and 
security,  are  positively  striving  for  the  realization. 

Comrade  Mikhail  Sergeyivich  Gorbachev  pointed  out: 
“The  peace  and  disarmament  guideline  has  been  the  core 
of  the  foreign  policy  of  the  CPSU  and  the  Soviet  govern¬ 
ment  and  will  remain  so  in  the  future  too.  By  positively 
implementing  this  guideline  the  Soviet  Union  is  pre¬ 
pared  to  widely  cooperate  with  all  people  stepping  for¬ 
ward  with  reason  and  goodwill  on  the  stand  of  assuming 
responsibility  for  the  future  of  mankind  free  of  war  and 
weapon.” 

Taking  up  the  question  of  completely  abolishing  nuclear 
weapons  from  the  face  of  the  globe  by  stages  in  the  next 
15  years  beginning  with  1986  to  the  end  of  the  present 
century,  he  has  set  three  stages  for  the  realization. 

During  the  first  stage,  on  condition  of  giving  up  the 
manufacture,  test,  and  deployment  of  outer  space  offen¬ 
sive  weapons  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  United  States 
mutually  cut  in  half  the  nuclear  weapons  capable  of 
reaching  the  territory  of  the  other  side;  as  for  the 
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remaining  means  of  delivery  of  nuclear  weapons,  hold  in 
possession  nuclear  warheads  below  6,000  respectively; 
and  on  condition  that  the  United  States  does  not  deploy 
strategic  missiles  and  intermediate  range  missiles  in 
other  countries  and  assumes  obligation  to  see  that 
Britain  and  France  not  increase  such  weapons,  the  Soviet 
and  U.S.  intermediate  range  missiles  existing  in  the 
European  region  are  completely  abolished.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  United  States  conclude 
an  agreement  on  discontinuing  all  nuclear  detonations, 
and  appeal  to  other  countries  to  respond  affirmatively  to 
such  discontinuance. 

During  the  second  stage  (starting  earlier  than  1990, 
continues  5-7  years),  all  nuclear  powers,  joining  nuclear 
disarmament  and  freezing  their  nuclear  weapons, 
assume  the  obligation  not  to  keep  nuclear  weapons  in  the 
territories  of  other  countries.  The  Soviet  Union  and  the 
United  States  continue  to  take  measures  to  abolish  their 
intermediate  range  nuclear  weapons  and  at  the  same 
time  freeze  their  tactical  nuclear  weapons.  Following  it 
all  nuclear  powers  abolish  tactical  nuclear  means  having 
a  range  of  1,000  kilometers,  discontinue  nuclear 
weapons  test,  and  ban  the  manufacture  of  new  non¬ 
nuclear  weapons  equal  in  extermination  power  to 
nuclear  means  or  other  means  of  mass  slaughter. 

During  the  third  stage  (to  begin  before  1 995  at  the  latest), 
the  abolition  of  all  remaining  nuclear  weapons  is  brought 
to  a  conclusion,  and  multifaceted  agreement  is  reached 
so  as  not  to  allow  nuclear  weapons  to  come  to  life  again. 

The  author  has  suggested  that  by  completely  abolishing 
nuclear  weapons  mankind  enter  the  2000’s  free  of 
nuclear  weapons. 

The  author  pointed  out  in  his  papers  that  today  the 
adventurous  “Star  Wars”  plan  the  U.S.  imperialists 
continue  to  push  is  becoming  a  big  obstacle  to  abolishing 
nuclear  weapons  and  that  this  is  becoming  a  factor 
expanding  the  arms  race  to  outer  space.  So  pointing  out, 
he  has  emphasized  that  in  order  to  realize  nuclear 
disarmament  on  a  global  scale,  prevent  the  expansion  of 
the  arms  race  to  outer  space,  and  use  outer  space  solely 
for  peaceful  purposes,  the  United  States  must  stop 
pushing  the  “Star  Wars”  plan. 

The  author  referred  to  the  fact  that  the  Soviet  govern¬ 
ment  has  put  forward  affirmative  proposals  for  realizing 
nuclear  disarmament  and  at  the  same  time  taken  prac¬ 
tical  measures  for  the  realization. 

The  Soviet  government  on  several  occasions  from 
August  1985  through  January  1987  unilaterally  took 
measures  to  freeze  nuclear  detonations  in  all  forms,  and 
extending  such  measures,  appealed  to  the  United  States 
to  follow  suit  and  stop  nuclear  tests.  But  such  measures 
were  not  realized  because  of  the  insincere  attitude  of  the 
U.S.  ruling  circles  which  hold  no  interest  in  nuclear 
disarmament,  and  the  arms  race  became  further  intensi¬ 
fied.  Under  such  conditions  the  Soviet  government, 
from  the  stand  to  realize  nuclear  disarmament  by  hook 
or  by  crook  and  abolish  nuclear  weapons  from  the  face  of 


the  globe,  has  put  forward  various  flexible  peace  pro¬ 
posals  and  exerted  sincere  efforts  for  the  realization. 

Comrade  M.  S.  Gorbachev,  with  a  view  to  realizing  the 
positive  peace  proposals  of  the  party  and  government  of 
the  Soviet  Union  for  the  abolition  of  nuclear  weapons, 
visited  the  United  States  at  the  end  of  last  year  and 
concluded  a  treaty  between  the  Soviet  Union  and  the 
United  States  on  the  abolition  of  certain  nuclear 
weapons.  The  conclusion  of  this  treaty  may  be  viewed  as 
a  significant  starting  point  on  the  road  to  realizing 
overall  nuclear  disarmament. 

That  a  treaty  has  been  concluded  between  the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  United  States  on  the  abolition  of  certain 
nuclear  wepons  is  the  result  of  the  positive  efforts  of  all 
the  peace-loving  peoples  of  the  world  such  as  the  Soviet 
people  who  have  been  launching  ceaseless  struggle  to 
check  the  daily  intensifying  nuclear  arms  race  on  a  global 
scale,  abolish  nuclear  weapons  from  the  face  of  the  globe, 
and  aim  for  a  world  free  of  nuclear  war. 

The  author  pointed  out  in  his  papers  that  in  the  present 
period,  because  of  the  machinations  of  the  imperialists 
such  as  the  U.S.  imperialists,  not  only  the  danger  of 
nuclear  war  but  also  the  danger  of  chemical  warfare  are 
growing  further  across  the  globe.  With  a  view  to 
removing  the  danger  of  chemical  warfare,  he  appealed  to 
completely  do  away  with  chemical  weapons  and  the 
industrial  base  itself  for  the  production  of  such  weapons, 
and  conclude  on  a  multilateral  principle  an  agreement  on 
disseminating  and  deploying  no  chemical  weapons  in 
other  countries.  He  advocated  by  so  doing  to  abolish 
nuclear  weapons  within  this  century  and  at  the  same 
time  completely  abolish  the  chemical  weapons  as  well, 
which  are  the  weapons  of  mass  slaughter. 

Comrade  M.  S.  Gorbachev  pointed  out  in  his  papers  that 
insuring  the  peace  and  security  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region 
is  arising  as  one  of  the  most  important  questions  inter¬ 
nationally  in  the  present  period. 

As  Comrade  M.  S.  Gorbachev  pointed  out,  the  situation 
in  the  Asia-Pacific  region  is  becoming  extremely  tense  on 
account  of  the  maneuvering  of  the  U.S.  imperialists. 

The  U.S.  imperialists,  who  dream  of  world  hegemony, 
viewing  the  Asia-Pacific  region  as  a  very  important 
region  for  the  prosecution  of  their  global  strategy,  have 
since  the  latter  half  of  the’70s  been  extensively 
increasing  aggressive  armed  forces  such  as  nuclear 
weapons  in  this  region.  In  particular,  attaching  a  great 
military  strategic  importance  to  the  Korean  peninsula, 
the  U.S.  imperialists  have  deployed  there  large  numbers 
of  nuclear  weapons  and  the  means  of  their  delivery  and 
aggressive  troops,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Korean 
peninsula  such  as  Japan  have  also  concentrated  enor¬ 
mous  armed  forces  including  nuclear  weapons.  And 
every  year  they  are  launching  large-scale  joint  military 
exercises.  Moreover,  in  this  region  at  the  instigation  of 
the  U.S.  imperialists  the  plot  to  form  a  tripartite  military 
alliance  between  the  United  States,  Japan,  and  South 
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Korea  is  becoming  more  brazen.  Thus  today  the  Asia- 
Pacific  region  including  the  Korean  peninsula  has 
become  a  war  magazine  filled  with  weapons  of  mass 
slaughter  such  as  nuclear  weapons,  a  source  of  nuclear 
war,  and  been  transformed  into  a  political-military  con¬ 
frontation  ground. 

Precisely  such  state  of  affairs,  commented  the  author,  is 
becoming  the  root  cause  of  intensifying  the  state  of 
tension  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region  and  increasing  the 
danger  of  nuclear  war. 

Comrade  M.  S.  Gorbachev  pointed  out  in  his  papers: 
“We  insist  to  check  the  dissemination  and  buildup  of 
nuclear  weapons  in  the  Asia-Pacific  region”  and  “The 
Soviet  Union  attaches  a  great  importance  to  reducing 
armed  forces  and  conventional  weapons  in  Asia  as 
drastically  as  reason  makes  it  possible.” 

All  these  affirmative  proposals  and  initiatives  eloquently 
show  the  responsible  stand  of  the  Communist  Party  and 
Government  of  the  Soviet  Union  intent  on  protecting 
the  world  peace  and  security  from  the  danger  of  the 
reckless  nuclear  war  machinations  being  perpetrated  by 
the  imperialists  and  the  immutability  of  the  Leninist 
peace-loving  policy. 

Comrade  M.  S.  Gorbachev  in  his  papers  supported 
altogether  the  peaceful  unitiatives  of  our  party  and 
government  of  the  republic  to  independently,  peacefully 
reunify  the  fatherland. 


In  particular,  he  emphasized  that  the  proposal  of  our 
party  and  government  of  the  republic  to  have  the  U.S. 
imperialist  aggressive  troops  and  nuclear  weapons, 
which  are  the  basic  obstacle  to  Korea’s  reunification, 
withdrawn  from  South  Korea  and  turn  the  Korean 
peninsula  into  a  nuclear-free  zone,  a  peace  zone  must 
necessarily  be  realized. 

The  author,  continuing  to  comment  on  the  relationship 
of  friendship  and  cooperation  between  Korea  and  the 
Soviet  Union  which  have  advanced  onto  a  new  higher 
stage,  pointed  out  that  the  relationship  of  the  Korean 
Workers  Party  and  the  CPSU  is  becoming  deeper  and 
the  ties  in  the  economic  and  cultural  areas  also  are 
positively  developing. 

Stating  that  the  Soviet  people  wish  the  Korean  people  a 
great  success  in  the  struggle  under  the  sagacious  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Korean  Workers  Party  to  build  socialism  in 
their  land,  the  author  added  that  the  invincible  fraternal 
friendship  between  the  Korean  people  and  the  Soviet 
people  will  be  strengthened  further.
